Police union chief 
faces court today 


It's round two today for John J. Flood, president of the Com- 


bined Counties Police Assn., who ds to appear in court for the 
second time this year on charges of drunken driving. Flood, 36, is 
scheduled to appear In the Arlington Heights branch of Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court at 11 a.m. Flood, 36, of Mundelein, was arrested 
May 8 while driving north on Arlington Heights Road near Check- 
er Drive In Buffalo Grove after his car was clocked going 43 miles 
an hour In a 35 m.p.h. zone, police said. Buffalo Grove Patrolman 
Walter Grochowskl said there was a heavy odor of alcohol on 
Flood's breath as he "staggered" from his car. Flood was brought 
back to police headquarters where he was charged with speeding, 
Improper lane usage, drunken driving, refusing to take a breath- 
allzer test and battery. He also was charged with battery after he 
allegedly grabbed Sgt. Peter Lippert around the neck with his 
hands during police processing and said "Don't telt me what to 
do." 


The CCPA president was found guilty of a drunken driving 


charge May 24 in the Waukegan branch of the Lake County Circuit 
Court. Ho had been arrested Oct. 6 after his car allegedly struck 
another vehicle in a Mundelein restaurant parking lot. Flood was 
placed in a Mundelein lockup after he allegedly refused to be 
fingerprinted or mugged. Flood still faces state-levied charges of 
leaving the scene of an accident and refusing to take a breath- 
alizer test. Both Flood and his attorney, James Simpson contended 
that the Mundelein nrrest was a frame-up and that police were 
lying to get a conviction on Flood because he is president of a 
police union, 


Neither Buffalo Grove nor Mundelein police are members of the 


CCPA which has more than 2,000 members in SO chapters which 
Include Wheeling, DCS Plaines, and Mount Prospect. Flood since 
has filed an appeal in the Mundelein case, saying that he was 
unfairly treated and singled out for special treatment by police.

mission. A defeated candidate in the April election had charged 
that a conflict of interest existed because Hein's parents are the 
holders of two liquor licenses In the village.

No suspect in Scouts' murders 


. LOCUST GROVE, Okla. (UPI) — Au- 
thorities have several persons "under 
scrutiny" in the sex murders of three 
Girl Scouts but no definite suspect, 
the district attorney leading the in- 
vestigation said Monday. 


Dist. Atty. Sid Wise said law en- 


forcement officers are making prog- 
ress in the investigation of the deaths 
of Lori Lee Farmer, 8, Michelle Guse, 
9, and Doris Denise Milner, 10 — al- 
though no one person has been de- 
scribed as a suspect. 


"When the day comes when I say 


we have a suspect, I mean to say 
there is a person in imminent threat 
of arrest and questioning, Wise said. 
"We have a number of people who are 
under scrutiny — maybe in-depth 
scrutiny — but no suspect." 


THE DISTRICT attorney said more 


than 100 persons have been inter- 
viewed and about six polygraph tests 
have 
been 
given since 
the 
in- 


vestigation began last Monday at 
Camp Scott, located less than two 
miles south of this northeast Okla- 
homa city in the shadow of the Ozark 
Mountains. 


Bodies of the three girls, still zipped 


in their sleeping bags, 'were found 
June 13 about 150 yards from their 
tent. Two had been beaten to death 
and the third had been strangled. All 
three had been sexually assaulted. 


Wise said some of the persons inter- 


viewed requested polygraph exam- 
inations. 


"They just want to go about their 


business and quit being under scrut- 
iny," he said.

Defense rests in murder 
case against two nurses 


DETROIT (UPI) — Defense attor- 


neys abruptly ended their presenta- 
tion Monday for two Filipino nurses 
accused of poisoning hospital patients, 
alleging that pointless government 
evidence already has "dragged out" 
the trial. 


The decision by attorneys for Fili- 


pina Narcisco, 31, and Leonora Perez, 
32, meant the jury probably will re- 
ceive the case next week. The U.S. 
District Court trial is in its 12th week. 


Attorney Thomas O'Brien, repre- 


senting Miss Narciso, said his defense 
team decided that evidence pesented 
by 18 witnesses last week is enough to 
refute the government's allegations. 


"The time has come now to get it to 


(the 
jury) and let them decide," 


O'Brien said. 


THE NURSES ARE accused of poi- 


soning or conspiring to poison eight 
Ann Arbor Veterans Administration 
Hospital patients in the summer of 
1975. The charges include one count of 
murder against Miss Narcisco. 


Both women denied emphatically on 


the witness stand that they injected 
Pavulon, a powerful muscle relaxant, 
into the patients who were among 52 
suffering sudden breathing failures at 
the hospital. A dozen died. 


The defense case also featured sup- 


porting testimony from a survivor and 
a former patient. 


William Loesch said a man in a 


green medical suit was near him sec- 
onds before he stopped breathing. The 
other witness saw a man in green 
toothing near John Herman moments 
before Herman died. 


O'BRIEN SAID the defense team 


wanted to avoid the type of testimony 
the government presented, referring

Watergate case 
closed; papers 
sent to archives 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Wa- 


tergate case was closed Monday. 


The investigation sequence that be- 


gan just over five years ago when 
guard Frank Wills called the cops be- 
cause he found black electrical tape 
holding open a basement door in the 
Watergate office- building ended Mon- 
day as the Special Watergate Prose- 
cution Force went out of business. 


The files, the famous tapes of Rich- 


ard Nixon, the correspondence, the 
dead ends and the loose ends all were 
placed in gray cardboard boxes. They 
were sent to the National Archives 
and some of them — but very little 
that's new —will be open to public 
examination. 


THE 
PROSECUTORS presented 


evidence to a grand jury that named 
the President of the United States an 
unindicted coconspirator in covering 
up White House participation in the 
breakin. Nixon resigned facing cer- 
tain impeachment. He was pardoned 
by his successor, Gerald Ford. 


The former attorney general of the 


United States, John Mitchell, and the 
former White House chief of staff, H. 
R. Haldeman, will be in jail by 
Wednesday. Another top Nixon aide, 
John Ehrlichman, already is in pris- 
on.

The prosecutors presented evidence 


that convinced a U. S. District Court 
jury to convict them of conspiracy, 
obstruction of justice and perjury. 


Mitchell and Haldeman have one 


last chance — a petition before the 
Supreme Court to reconsider its deci- 
sion to let lower court rulings stand. 
The court rarely reverses itself.

Pipeline oil flows, but not here 


BADLY NEEDED oil has begun to flow through the Trans-Alaska 
pipeline. Newsmap shows the route from North Slope to the ice- 
free port of Valdoz.

Despite a minor leak and an 


hour's delay from "prestartup jit- 
ters," the Trans-Alaska pipeline 
— an 800-mile-long triumph of 
man over the frigid wilderness — 
began sending its first "black 
gold" southward from above the 
Arctic Circle Monday to relieve 
the nation's oil shortage. 


But pipeline officials were wait- 


ing until the first oil pumped from 
the 
nation's 
richest 
oil 
field 


reached a terminal at Valdez, 
Alaska — about a month from 
now — before celebrating the suc- 
cess of the $9 9 billion, 9-year-old 
project. 


"We had a little bit of pre- 


startup jitters," said Mike Jens, 
boss of Pump Station No. 1, above 
the Arqtic Circle. "There was one 


minor leak in one of the flanges in 
the pump station. It's been fixed " 


THAT FIRST LEAK prompted 


a pipeline spokesman to say: 


"Nobody is celebrating yet. We 


don't 
expect 
anything to go 


wrong. But until the oil gets to 
Valdez (an ice free-port to the 
south) and that first tanker pulls 
away, the whole system really 
hasn't been tested " 


In the Midwest it was reported 


consumers won't reap the benefits 
of the pipeline for several years, 
Herb Hugo, senior editor of the 
Platt's Oilgram publication in 
Chicago, said. The start-up of oil 
through the pipeline "has virtual- 
ly no short range meaning for 
people in the Midwest" A tem- 
porary boon to consumers on the 
West Coast is the likely impact of 
the pipeline completion, he said 


Oil companies are talking about 


several proposals for oil pipelines 
to the Midwest, but licensing, fi- 
nancing and construction for such 
a project 
would take 
several 


years, Hugo said. 


THE FLO" 
OF CRUDE oil 


from Alaska \ th Slope will not 
reach 1 2 millio i barrels a day un- 
til mid-1978, Hugo predicts. He 
said the United States uses more 
than 15 million barrels of oil a 
day, and demand continues to 
rise. 


"All these things tend to put a 


damper on our exuberant spirits," 
Hugo said "What it boils down to 
is, we got over-excitied (about the 
pipeline) a few years ago." Hugo 
also said there is a possibility of 
sabotage on the 800-mile Alaska 
pipeline. 


Hugo said Chicago area con- 


sumers can be thankful for rela- 
tively stable pump prices for 
gasoline, however. Although he 
does not rule out the possibility of 
a penny-a-gallon price hike during 
the Fourth of July weekend or lat- 
er in the summer, the oil expert 
said.

Ugandan army, police continue 
to search for missing Idi Amin 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPD-Ugandan 


President Idl Amin has vanished fol- 
lowing a weekend attempt on his life 
and the army and police have been 
mobilized Co look for him, the news- 
paper The Nation reported Monday. 


Troops moved into the streets of 


Kampala Armored personnel carriers 
and troops patrolled nearby Entebbe, 
site of the country's international air- 
port, telephone reports from the area 
said. Roadblocks were thrown up in 
both cities. 


Diplomatic and other sources said 


there bad been some type of Shootout 
on the outskirts of Entebbe Saturday 
morning but they could not confirm 
The Nation report, which said Amin 
had vanished after his car was rid- 
dled with bullets by two gunmen 


THE NATION quoted Vice Presi- 


dent Mustafa Adrisi as saying the 
army and police had been fully mobi- 
lized In a search for the burly B-foot-6, 
250-pound Amin. 


"If you find him, please contact 


Uganda immediately," Adrisi told 
The Nation, possibly in a tongue-in- 
cheek remark. 


In another mystifying development, 


Egypt's Middle East News Agency re- 
ported briefly that Ugandan Finance 
Minister Brig. Gen. Moses All arrived 
in Cairo Monday with a letter from 
Amin to President Anwar Sadat. 


All's three-day visit had been sched- 


uled, and it was not clear when the 
letter was written. 


Most reports from Kampala were 


confused and .sketchy. One diplomatic 
source said emphatically Amin's car 
had not been involved in a Shootout 
and Kampala "was very, very quiet." 


OTHER STORIES, however, sug- 


gested a rebellion within the army 
and said Amin even may have been 
captured by a rebel faction. None of 
these reports could be confirmed. 


An official at Amin's Entebbe state- 


house said The Nation report was in- 
accurate but added vaguely, "We do 
not know where the president is. I 
haven't seen him since Friday." 


He reported, "There are a lot of 


Muslim troops outside the statehouse 
and Christians inside" — a possible 
indication of fresh unrest within the 
army 


Other government officials refused 


to comment. Radio Uganda had said 
earlier Amin might attend a public 
function Monday in western Uganda, 


then dropped this item although it 
continued to broadcast normally. 


In Washington, U.N 
Ambassador 


Andrew Young was asked by report- 
ers outside the White House about 
Amin's disappearance. "I hope no- 
body helped him," Young replied "I 
wouldn't mind him just taking off on 
his own."

Welfare queen' 
daughter sentenced 


Sandra Brownlee, daughter of "welfare queen" Linda Taylor, 


was sentenced Monday to three years probation to repay $2,414 she 
received in illegal welfare payments. But Mrs. Brownlee, 26, said 
she is broke. "I will soon receive disability payments from the 
state." she told Cook County Circuit Court Judge Kenneth R. 
Wendt. "I have lung problems and I'm deaf in the right ear." 
Wendt ordered her to repay the state as soon as she is able. 


Mrs. Brownlee and her estranged husband, Roosevelt, 40, plead- 


ed guilty May 23 to 16 counts of theft. Assistant State's Atty. 
James E. Slcrnik said the state will conduct "an ongoing in- 
vestigation of her finances." Mrs. Brownlee first applied for public 
aid early in 1972 under the name Sandra Howard, saying she was 
an unwed mother with no income. She continued receiving pay- 
ments after she married Brownlee, Sternik said. Her mother, the 
"welfare queen," was sentenced May 12 to serve two to six years 
in prison for welfare theft and one year for perjury. She had been 
convicted on 49 counts of welfare fraud for cheating the state out 
of $8,500. 


Communist tie in deaths probed 


Police are investigating charges that a Communist group is re- 


sponsible for the murders of a Serbian newspaper executive and 
the 9-year-old daughter of his fiancee, Homicide Cmdr. Joseph 
DiLeonardl said Monday. Gragisha Kasikovich, 45, and Ivanka 
Mllosevich were found stabbed to death Sunday in the office of tne 
Serbian National Defense Council, Kasikovich was associate editor 
of Liberty, a Serbian anticommunist newspaper published at the 
council's office. 


Members of the local Serbian community immediately charged 


Kasikovich was assassinated because of his active oppostion to the 
Yugoslavian government. "We are 100 per cent sure that the 
crime was committed by Yogoslavlan secret police agents among 
us In Chicago," Urosh Seffer, council president, said. DiLeonardl 
said police had no specific evidence to support such a charge but 
planned to investigate.

Rail crossing aid 
doubled in new bill 


Suburban municipalities with bad railroad crossings would be 


able to get more state aid for repairs because of legislation ap- 
proved Monday by the Illinois House. State Rep. Jack B. Williams, 
D-Franklin Park, said the vote to approve the bill should enable 
suburban communities to push the Illinois Commerce Commission 
for more grade-crossing improvements. The legislation will more 
than double the amount of state motor fuel tax money set aside for 
railroad crossing improvements each year. 


The lawmaker, who represents a portion of Des Plaines, said a 


legislative study commission report last summer indicated one 
problem delaying more repairs was the ICC's position that there 
was not enough money for additional repairs. "This should give us 
more ammunition to go back and tell tlie ICC that the money is 
available," Williams said. The legislative action will transfer 
$500,000 a month into the fund used for the crossing repairs. Cur- 
rent state regulations transfer only $200,000. 


The bill has passed bolh houses and must be signed by Gov. 


James R. Thompson. 


$1.5 million raised in Senate race 


A study released Monday by Common Cause-Illinois shows state 


Senate candidates raised $1.52 million in the 1976 general election 
and that outnumbered Republicans collected $10,000 more than 
Democrats. James H. Klein, an assistant professor of political 
science at Loyola University, helped Common Cause with the sur- 
vey of campaign contributions to 77 survivors of the March, 1976, 
primary election who ran in the November, 1976, general election. 
Included in contributions reported to the Illinois Board of Elections 
were outright donations, fundraisers, loans and inkind contribu- 
tions from July l, 1D75, through Jan. 2,1977. 


Lee Norrgard, a Common Cause spokesman, said the organiza- 


tion is doing a similar study on 1976 Illinois House races which 
should be released in summer. Common Cause said 63 of the 77 
candidates running for 40 Senate seats in the November general 
election filed reports. The law does not require candidates or com- 
mittees spending or raising less than $1,000 to file reports. 


Compensation 
law rapped by 
chamber, county 


The Cook County Board Monday 


joined with the Illinois State Chamber • 
of Commerce in opposition to the 
state's new workman's compensation 
law. 


The board voted to urge immediate 


legislation changes in the law because 
of high cash awards given to persons 
•with what county board members say 
are minor injuries. 


For example: 
• A clerk in the sheriff's office re- 


ceived $3,500 for injuries sustained 
when she hit her head on a mail box. 


• A jail guard was paid $800 for in- 


juries sustained when he accidentally 
caught his left ring finger in a door. 


• Two assistant state's attorneys 


w e r e paid nearJy $10,000 com- 
pensation for broken arms they got 
while playing softball for the state's 
attorney's team. 


The payments are over and above 


complete reimbursement for each 
person's medical expenses and full 
pay for any time lost from work. In 
each of the three examples the em- 
ployes are now back at work. 


The compensation they and dozens 


of other county employers are paid 
when injured on the job comes 
directly out of the taxpayers' pocket 
and is the result of awards made by 
the Illinois Industrial Commission un- 
der the state's 1975 workman's com- 
pensation law. 


Cook County paid out some $400,000 


in workman's compensation claims in 
1974. This year the county is likely to 
pay close to $2 million and the differ- 
ence has some county board members 
screaming "foul." 


"THE WORKMAN'S compensation 


law as it is being interpreted by the 
industrial commission is a travesty. It 
is favoring people who look for prob- 
lems. It is an incentive for gold brick- 
ing of the very worst kind," said 
Comr. Carl Hansen, Mount Prospect, 
during Monday's session of the Cook 
County Board. 


The 1975 law nearly doubled the 


compensation level for injuries sus- 
tained on the job. The industrial 
claims commission's job is to deter- 
mine the extent of the injury in each 
case and make an award based upon 
the seriousness of the disability. 


H a n s e n criticized large com- 


pensation in cases where the persons 


were not seriously injured and are 
eventually able to return to work. 


Comr. Harold L. Tyrrell charged 


that the high awards were the result 
of weakness among the industrial 
commission members. "I've bumped 
my head many times but I've never 
collected $3,500 for it," he said. 


BECAUSE COOK COUNTY is self- 


insured, every payment is a direct 
drain of tar dollars. The corrections, 
sheriff and highway departments are 
the leaders in workman's com- 
pensation claims because they contain 
the most hazardous county jobs, said 
Leonard Foster, assistant state's at- 
torney who represents the county in 
workmen's compensation cases. 


Despite the increase in claims, Fos- 


ter defended Ihe county's record when 
compared to the state of Illinois, the 
City of Chicago and some private 
businesses. 


"They county is paying about 1.5 


per cent of ils payroll 'in workman's 
compensation," Foster told the board. 
"A building contractor pays out 10 per 
cent of his payroll in premiums for 
workman's compensation insurance. 


"The problem is that the industrial 


commission takes the position that 
serious injury should get a high com- 
pensation regardless of whether the 
individual recovers or goes back on the 
job. It is our position that an injury 
should not be compensated unless 
there is a permanent disability," Fos- 
ter said. 
; 


Awards ordered by the industrial 


commission can be appealed to the Il- 
linois Supreme Court. But Foster said 
the court's high court has been very 
reluctant to modify commission judg- 
ments. 


The county board will pass a resolu- 


tion urging state legislators to amend 
the law so as to limit compensation 
for relatively minor injuries. The Illi- 
nois State Chamber of Commerce has 
led the effort to amend the present 
law. 


However, county board members 


were not unanimous in condemning 
the workman's compensation act. 
Comr. John Streger defended the 
awards as "a very necessary reim- 
bursement to working class people."

Doctors could be liable 
in mercy killings: AMA 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The 


American Medical Assn. warned doc- 
tors Monday they could be held liable 
for wrongful death actions in "mercy 
killings" despite statutes allowing ter- 
minally ill patients to end their lives. 


A report by the AMA's Judicial 


Council to the organization's national 
convention specifically cited the con- 
troversial New Jersey case of Karen 
Quinlan, 22, who has been in a coma 
for two years, and California's new 
"right to die" law. 


Saying no national guidelines have 


yet been established for terminal 
cases, the AMA warned that decisions 
for treatment are medical judgments 
"for which the attending physician is 
ultimately likely to be responsible." 


THE CALIFORNIA law, initiated 


when the Quinlan case was at the 
height of public debate, allows termi- 
nally ill adult patients who face "im- 
minent death" to choose to die rather 
than be kept alive by medical treat- 
ment. 


But the AMA cautioned that the law 


"contains extensive provisions on re- 
vocation or cancellation of a patient 
'directive' form that may well provide 
a fertile area for litigation against 
physicians in the future. 


"It is not pleasant to imagine the 


legal possibilities that could arise 
from a 'directive' form 'being cen- 
celed, defaced, or burnt, torn, or oth- 
erwise destroyed' or being revoked by 
'a verbal expression by the decl- 


arant,' as outlined in the California 
law," the AMA said. 


Branding the situation an "unen- 


viable dilemma," the medical associ- 
ation said: 


"If a physician ignores a revocation 


and honors a 'directive' form, he 
could conceivably be liable for a 
wrongful death action. If, on the other 
hand, he honors the revocation and ig- 
nores the 'directive' form, he could 
conceivably -be liable for an assault 
and battery." 


THE AMA SAID that in the Quinlan 


case, the New Jersey Supreme Court 
left the issue unresolved by ruling the 
young woman's parents could have 
life-sustaining equipment removed af- 
ter agreement with doctors and con- 
sultation with a hospital's ethics com- 
mittee. 


"The hospital in question had no 


such 'ethics committee' at the tune" 
and "there were no established cri- 
teria for any such committees," the 
AMA said. 


"Legalistic 'second guessing' on the 


timing of a terminal illness . . . may 
become a popular activity." 


Miss Quinlan now is in a Morris 


Plains, N.J., nursing home, breathing 
.on her own, stili in a coma. Her par- 
ents said if she must rely on a res- 
pirator again, they won't allow it. 


The AMA agreed in its report Mon- 


day that terminal illness decisions 
should be made by the family and 
said no doctor "should be civilly or 
criminally liable."

hallways of the Brookwood Apartment 
complex, Ihe new home of Police 
Chief Lewis R. Case, performing what 
one alderman described as "a private 
security service" for the police chief. 


City Mgr. Thomas Palmer has or- 


dered 
the 
dally hallway patrols 


stopped. Assistant City Mgr. Charles 
Green, who relayed Palmer's order to 
the police department, described the 
checks as "more than what we were 
doing at other complexes.'1 


Two patrolmen, who asked to re- 


main anonymous, said they were giv- 
en keys to one Brookwood building in 
February and were ordered to walk 
each floor three times each day. 


The keys fit only the building where 


Case took an apartment, the patrol- 
men said, and they do not have keys 
to any other apartment complex. 


PALMER LOOKED into the matter 


at the request of Aid. William Ahrens, 
2nd, who said he wanted to know why 
the patrolmen were "making private 
security checks" at Brookwood, Kir- 
choff and Hicks roads. 


But Case said the policing \\as a 


normal response to complaints of van- 
dalism. He said he stopped the checks 
himself 
because "They were not 


needed anymore." 


"He (Ahrens) is trying to say be- 


cause I live there, there's special scr- 
vice." Case said. 


Ahrens said ho asked City Mgr. 


Thomas Palmer several weeks ago

why special security checks were 
being made at Brookwood. He said 
Palmer promised to look into it. 
Green then sent a memo to Case or- 
dering the patrols stopped. 


Asked why he thought the checks 


were being made, Ahrens said, "I 
have my own theories; I understand 
Case and the mayor's daughter live 
there." 


Ahrens said if the "private police 


service" begins again he will take the 
matter to the city council. 


TED TIFFANY, manager of Brook- 


wood, said he gave police a key to the 
building and asked them if they would 
patrol the inside of the building after 
several instances of teen-age van- 
dalism. The police returned the key 
"about two weeks ago," he said. 


Case denied the men were ordered 


to patrol every floor of the building. 
He said they only were instructed to 
look inside the front entrance where 
mailboxes had been vandalized. 


But one of the patrolmen said he 


knew nothing about the mailboxes. 
Complaints involving the mail gener- 
ally are turned over to federal postal 
inspectors, he said. 


There were reports of vandalism at 


Brookwood, Green acknowledged, but 
"not more than any place else." 


Case said the order to enter the 


building came 
from 
Capt. Ralph 


Evans while Case was 
recovering 


from a knee operation. He said he did 
not know the men had keys until he 
came back from a vacation two weeks 
ago. 


Evans declined comment, but Green 


said, "I don't think the blame goes to 
Evans." 


"I KNOW RALPH wouldn't issue 


orders like this," Ahrens said. "He's 
not going to play favorites." 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer said the po- 


lice activity has nothing to do with the 
fact Case moved in May 1. He called 
it "just good police work and pre- 
ventive measures."

Strong: school closing 
considers many factors

The closing of a junior high school 


in Arlington Heights Dist. 25 and its 
proposed 
rental 
to Chicago-based 


Roosevelt University has generated 
several areas of concern from resi- 
dents ranging from parking problems 
to class size. 


Roosevelt has expressed a prefer- 


ence to rent Miner Junior High 
School. 1101 E. Miner, or Thomas Ju- 
nior High School, 303 E. Thomas. 
While some residents of those areas 
have questioned allowing a school to 
be rented to a university, others have 
questioned whether a junior 
high 


should be closed at all. 


Supt, Donald Strong answers ques- 


tions from The Herald concerning 
why a junior high is being closed, 
v,hat options are available for use of 
closed schools and what factors are 
being weighed by the board of educa- 
tion in considering leasing a junior 
high to Roosevelt. 


Why docs n junior liigli school have 


(o be closed? 


The primary reason is that there 


are not enough students to effectively 
run four junior highs, although fi- 
nances are a big consideration too, he 
said. 


Thomas will be down to 300 students 


and Miner to 270 students in 1986, he 
said Capacity for each school is 1,000. 


"You can't run an effective junior 


high program for that few kids," 
Strong said. "Just as a school can get 
so big it becomes insensitive, it can 
get so small it loses quality pro- 
gi'ams."

Average class size 
will not be 


changed to ary significant degree, he 
said. Schools tire staffed on the basis 
of enrollment so the more students in 
a building, the more teachers there 
will be, with the student-teacher ratio 
remaining constant.

The board has not decided, but the 


two middle schools. Thomas and Min- 
er, are more likely candidates be- 
cause of the nature of the community, 
he said. 


If South, 31-1 S, Highland, or Rand,

closed, almost alt of the students from 
these buildings would have to be bus- 
ed to their new schools, Strong said. If 
either of the two middle schools are 
closed, however, a significant number 
of students still would be within walk- 
ing distance of school, he said. 


Although South is the oldest of the 


four junior highs, it still is n good 
tchool and its population and Rand's 
are expected to be the most stable, 
Strong said.

ways to handle declining enrollment)? 


The report was designed to define 


problems and suggest

The least desirable alternative is to

Plans to construct a 600-seat audito- 


rium that would convert the Rand- 
hurst Cinema into a twin theater are 
being finalized by Mount Prospect of- 
ficials and the Randhurst Corp. 


Pending approval by the village 


board, the theater will be built and 
ready for use this fall. An addition to 
the Randhurst Cinema will bring the 
number of movie theaters in the vil- 
lage to five. The four theaters in the 
village are Mount Prospect Cinema I 
and II, at the Mount Prospect Plaza, 
Rand and Central roads, Randhurst 
Cinema, at Randhurst Shopping Cen- 
ter,.

The new theater would be smaller 


than the existing one at Randhurst 
which seats about 900. Randhurst offi- 
cials said the demand for a second 
theater is high and the addition is nec- 
essary to compete with area theaters. 


Dasso said better films that are

Speaking in Chat- 
tanooga, Blanton said: "there is a good indication" Bell would 
grant his request. 


"Ray will be in grave danger in a federal prison," Ray's latest 


attorney, Jack Kershaw of Nashville, said Monday. "A contract 
would be put out on him. He would be killed, and that would be the 
end of the Ray case." Asked who would arrange for such a ' con- 
tract," Kershaw replied: "Whoever managed the killing of Dr 
Martin Luther King." 


Report Moon church 'not Christian' 


The Unification Church of the Rev. Sun Myoung Moon is not a 


Christian church, as It claims, and many of its teachings are 
Incompatible with Christian belief, a study commissioned by the 
National Council of Churches said Monday. "The Unification 
Church is not a Christian church," the study said, because "its 
doctrine of the nature of the triune God is erroneous, its Christ- 
ology is incompatible with Christian teaching and belief (and) its 
teaching on salvation and the means of grace is inadequate and 
faulty." But the study also stressed that "this critique does not in 
any way call into question the freedom of the Unification Church 
to e.sist and to propagate its beliefs under the protection of the 
Fust Amendment of the U.S. Constitution "

Threats fail to ruffle Brezhnev 


Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev, looking tired but unruffled by 


threats against his life, said Monday the Soviet Union was pledged 
to detente and would "never raise the sword against anyone." In a 
three-hour meeting with President Valery Glscard d'Estamg at 
Rambouillet chateau 45 miles south of Paris, Brezhnev said that 
under his leadership "the Soviet Union "will continue its policy of 
delenlc But Soviet spokesman Leonid Zamiatin also quoted Brezh- 
nev as saying ' detente is running into some difficulties," chiefly 
over the arms race which Brezhnev said "must be limited." 


Biezhnev arrived Monday to a red carpet welcome and a flurry 


of death threats. One caller said Orly Airport would be bombed, 
another that a sniper was tracking Brezhnev with a rifle and a 
telescopic sight. No bomb or sniper was found and Brezhnev's 
motorcade, making several unscheduled detours for security rea- 
fcons, sped to Rambouillet Chateau without incident 


Hegin installed by Israelis 


The Israeli parliament installed Menahem Begm as prime min- 


ibtcr Monday after a long and bitter debate that put into effect a 
cliabtic change of policies and personalities unprecedented in the 
20-year history of the Jewish state, Begin, a one-time guerrilla 
chief and right-wing opposition leader, stepped to the rostrum and 
took the oath after an eight-hour debate climaxing in a vote of 63 
to 53. "I, Menahem, son of Zeev and Hasya Begin, commit myself 
us prime minister to keep faith with the state of Israel and its 
laws and faithfully to fulfill my tasks as prime minister and to 
cany out the decisions of the parliament," he said. 


Begin, leader of the victorious Likud bloc in May's elections, 


opened the debate with a call on Egypt, Syria and Jordan to start 
peace talks with his new government and a pledge to work to 
deepen Israel's friendship with the United States. "Our prime con- 
cern is prevention of a new war in the Middle East," he said. 


Violence hits 3 Italian cities 


Leftists Monday staged firebombings and shooting attacks in 


lliiee major Itab'an cities and a clandestine right-wing group 
threatened to execute Communists in retaliation. The counter- 
terrorist threat came after gunmen in Milan shot an electrical 
company foreman In both legs. At the same time, firebombs in 
Florence destroyed 18 new Fiats in an automobile dealer's parking 
lot and others in Rome damaged the doorway of a local ruling 
Christian Democratic party headquarters. Responsibility for all 
the attacks was claimed by the Communist Front Line Organiza- 
tion. 


Indigent women 
lose funds for 
elective abortion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Su- 


preme Court ruled 6 to 3 Monday that 
poor women have no legal or con- 
stitutional right to state-funded elec- 
tive abortions. 


The opinion said states may give 


benefits to poor women 'who carry 
their pregnancies to full term while 
denying them to those who want abor- 
tions. 


The decision was a victory for anti- 


abortion forces and for the federal 
government, which argues that no 
right to free treatment was implied in 
the Supreme Court's 1973 ruling that 
women are constitutionally entitled to 
abortions. 


JUSTICE LEWIS Powell, speaking 


for the majority in cases from Con- 
necticut and Pennsylvania, held that 
neither the Social Security Act nor the 
Constitution prevents states from den- 
ying elective abortions to the poor. 


President Carter opposes use of fed- 


eral funds for abortions, and Congress 
is deciding whether it should continue 
a federal ban that is being challenged 
in another lawsuit. In the interim, fed- 
eral payments under the Social Secur- 
ity Act have continued. 


All states except Arizona, winch 


does not have a Medic aid program, 
provide public funding of therapeutic 
abortions for poor women, said Pat 
Schoeni, a spokeswoman for the Dept. 
of Health, Education and Welfare. She 
said 250,000 to 300,000 abortions — 
both therapeutic and elective — are 
federally funded each year at a cost 
of $40 million to $50 milion. 


FORTY-THREE 
states including 


Pennsylvania 
and 
Connecticut — 


which until now have been forced by 
court order to do so — and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia pay for elective 
abortions which are not medically 
necessary, she said. 


According to a 197G HEW survey, 


states which do not pay for elective 
abortions are New York, Indiana, 
Lousiana, Oklahoma, South Dakota 
and Idaho. 


Powell said Connecticutt is placing 


no obstacle in a pregnant woman's 


path, although it "may have made 
childbirth a more attractive^ alterna- 
tive." 


"She continues as before to be de- 


pendent on private sources for the 
service she desires," the opinion said. 


It said states have a wide latitude in 


choosing between competing demands 
for public funds. 


WHEN CONGRESS passed the act, 


nontherapeutic abortions were unlaw- 
ful in most states, he noted, a fact 
which undermines any Claim that the 
law requires them 


Powell emphasized that both the 


state and the federal government are 
free to fund elective abortions should 
they choose to do so. ' 


But the dissenters — Justices Harry 


Blackmun, 
William 
Brennan 
and 


Tliui'good Marshall — said the differ- 
ence in state funding practices "clear- 
ly operate to coerce indigent pregnant 
women to bear children they would 
not otherwise choose to have," 


"Just as clearly this coercion can 


only operate upon the poor, who are 
uniquely the victims of this form of 
financial pressure," they said. 


In a third case, the justices ruled 


that Mayor John Poelker of St. Louis 
could properly establish a policy for 
the city hospital to withhold abortions 
except in the case of a grave threat to 
the mother The court said Poelker's 
action can be left up to the voters.

portunity Commission are not subject 
to state statutes of limitations.

Ruling to boost backing 
of state anti-abortion bill 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - The 


Supreme Court's ruling that a state 
cannot be forced to finance elective 
abortions for welfare patients will 
boost support of an anti-abortion bill 
pending in the Illinois Senate, the 
bill's sponsor said Monday. 


Sen. LeRoy Lemke, Chicago Demo- 


crat and outspoken abortion opponent, 
said the bill, which bans Medicaid 
payments 
for abortions and was 


moved to passage stage Monday, is 
constitutional in light of the court rul- 
ing. 


"That ruling removes all doubts" 


that the state can refuse to fund abor- 
tions, Lemke said. 


"I had 30 votes before. Now I think 


I've got 40," Lemke said. The bill 
needs 30 votes to pass the Senate. 


Lemke said he had not talked with 


Gov. James R. Thompson about sign- 
ing the bill if it passes. "I have no 
idea what he will do," Lemke said. "I 
can't see how he would oppose the 
bill" after the Supreme Court's action 
Monday.

The Illinois General Assembly 


has 
an opportunity (o make 


sonic desirable changes in the 
stale election laws before it ad- 
lounib June 30. 


One bill now pending would 


keep polling places open until 7 
p.m. on election day, one hour 
later than they now close. This 
is a bill of special interest to 
suburban residents because it 
would give harried commuters a 
little more time to get to the 
polls. 


Chicago Democrats in the leg- 


islature oppose the measure, 
saving it would delay the out- 
come of the election and incon- 
venience judges. 


But the criticism does not 


stand up in the face of a mea- 
sure that would have the effect 
of boosting voter turnout and 
make the exercise of the fran- 
chise easier for time-pressed 
persons.

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signed to consolidate local elec- 
tions on specially designated 
clays to eliminate the confusing 
patchwork of local election dates 
that now exists. 


The best of the election consol- 


idation bills is sponsored by 
State Rep. Harry Yourell, D-Oak 
Lawn. Yourell's bill specifies 
that in even numbered years, 
the primary election be held in 
May and the general election in 
November. 


On odd numbered years, there 


would be a primary in.'March, a 
consolidated election in May for 
school, park and municipal offi- 
cials and a non-partisan election 
date in November for referenda 
issues. 


The bill would add a new mea- 


sure of predictability to the state 
electoral process and deserves 
passage. 


Unhappily, the prospect for re- 


form of the absentee voter laws 
appears dead for the current 
legislative 
session. 
Bills 
to 


c h a n g e the absentee ballot 
procedure and hopefully avoid 
situations in which large num- 
bers of absentee ballots go un- 
counted, have been assigned to 
various legislative study com- 
mittees. 


Legislators should not forget 


the chaos that occurred in the 
10th District Congressional race 
last November when thousands 
of absentee ballots piled up in 
County Clerk Stanley .T. Kus- 
per's office after the election 
was over. 


Steps should be taken to help 


ensure that every properly cast 
absentee vote gets counted.

Indeed, Starry's state- 
ments, while titilating, carry 
about as much authority as Jean 
Dixon's latest astrological pro- 
nouncement. 


Because of this, Pentagon offi- 


cials were wise to make too big a 
deal of Starry's indiscretion. Per- 
haps he should have confined his 
views to.the cocktail party cir- 
cuit where they would have 
found a sympathetic audience. 


Since he didn't, Starry's su- 


periors were correct in calling 
the incident an "error in judge- 
ment'1 and by not overdoing the 
discipline.

For the first time, the Pentagon ac- 
tively is trying to combat what it re- 
gards as a 'scare story'. ... " 


Well, perhaps not for the first time. 


The defense Establishment is also ac- 
complished at downgrading the im- 
portance of the Soviets' recent empha- 
sis on civil defense and accepting the 
Soviet lead in missle throw-weight. 
With the exception of their counter 
parts in the diplomatic corps, no one 
is so proficient at the anonymously 
leaked putdown as Hie arms experts. 
Their general message is: We know 
more than our critics but of course we 
can't reveal it. 


HOW WELL THIS treatment has 


been developed over the years was il- 
lustrated by the Pentagon's reaction 
when the respected Journal, Aviation 
Week and Space Technology, printed 
its dialled report on the Soviet ener- 
gy beam. UPI reported 
"a 
highly 


placed Pentagon source" replying 
"with a laugh." The 
scource ex- 


plained that the story was full of in- 
accuracies that the Pentagon had de- 
clined to point out lest it give away 
military secrets. 


Another effective technique is to 


concentrate on a specific error or two 
in the critics' findings in order to dis- 
credit their whole case. The source in 
the Pentagon is quoted as saying that 
A v i a t i o n Week misidentified the 
American satellite that had spotted 
Soviet tests of the new weapon, as if

Brown. He noled that the United 
States had failed to develop' such an 
energy beam and "the laws of physics 
are the same in the United States and 
the Soviet Union."

Rutherford could not have put it bet- 
ter in the Thirties, when he was dis- 
missing all that "moonshine" about 
extracting some kind of power from 
the atom. 


THE BRITISH ALWAYS have been 


best at this sort of condescension. The 
flap over the energy beam and other 
Soviet strides in weaponry reminds 
one of how Winston Churchill was 
treated when he kept sounding Ihe 
alarm over German rearmament be- 
tween the'wars: With disdain. 


Edward N. Luttwak, in a striking 


piecp in the current issue of Com- 
mentary, reminds his readers that as 
late as 1939 Churchill may have been 
the mosl ignored politician in Parlia- 
ment. Having frittered away his cred- 
ibility in all Lhose years of warnings, 
he was perceived as a bore and a 
crank. To quote Mr. Luttwak: 


"Thus, al sixly-four, Churchill was 


a back-bench MP wilhout office — a 
failure, as his equally ambitious fa- 
ther had been. However, he still made 
a good living by writing lowbrow arti- 
cles in the popular press, by mass- 
producing popular histories, and by 
broadcasting light feature pieces for 
the American commercial radio net- 


w o r k s , then as now less dis- 
criminating than the BBC which did 
its bit for peace by keeping his war- 
mongering off the air." 


It isn't too difficult for entrenched 


bureaucracy to reduce even a Church- 
ill to low estate. Just keep picking 
away at any mistakes in detail, point 
out that the critic doesn't have access 
to the information available to the ex- 
perts, and say something 
superior 


about its being unfortunate that the 
gentleman's zeal isn't better directed. 


BY THE TIME 
the Pentagon's 


spokesmen (those with names and 
without) are through, American read- 
ers might be forgiven for thinking of 
Aviation Week as some kind of hys- 
terical broadside given to sensational- 
ism. (Its actual record compares fa- 
vorably with that of UPI, which is no 
slouch at scare stories itself.) As for 
Major General George Keegan, who 
blew the whistle on both the Soviets' 
energy beam and their civil defense 
speed-up after retiring as chief of 
Air Force intelligence, he can be 
treated as, well, a bit of an alarmist. 


Additional reading: A new biogra- 


phy of Winston Churchill by Martin 
Gilbert has just appeared and it could 
scarcely have come at a more pro- 
pitious time. Full of quotations th?t 
seem increasingly relevant to today's 
arms race (though all too few may 
notice their relevance) the book cov- 
ers the years 1922 to 1939, when 
Churchill was slowly whittled down to 
a lonely voice warning against Arma- 
geddon. 


The book includes a classic reply 


from the experts. When Churchill 
complained about the increasing lag 
in British air power in 1935, the air 
ministry replied gently that it, after 
all, had the secret information neces- 
sary to reach the proper conclusions. 
Such conclusions, it added with just 
t h e r i g h t combination of con- 
descension 
and superior 
restraint, 


"may not find ready acceptance by 
those to whom intelligence data is not 
accessible." Harold Brown couldn't 
have put it more succinctly.

Man's body due for factory recall

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
"Man's 


Body," a physiological handbook now 
out in paperback form, is subtitled 
"An Owner's Manual." 


From a casual perusal of its 1,100 


drawings, diagrams and charts, four 
discouraging 
conclusions may 
be 


formed: 


1. The average male body-owner is 


stuck with a lemon. 


2. PARTS ARE hard to get. 
3. Hardly anything is covered by 


the warranty. 


4. Trade-in value is virtually nil. 
The first section of the manual is 


devoted to the break-in period. As you 
know, the male body cannot be oper- 
ated full tilt when it is new. 


YOU DON'T get maximum per- 


formance until it reaches puberty, by 
which time it may already be needing 
a thyroid overhaul. 


The next section, headed "Soma- 


totypes," tells you what your body 
model is. 


Basically, the male body comes in 


three designs — endomorphic (stocky- 


pudgy), mesomorphic (muscular) and 
eclomorphic (string beany). Now the 
bad news. 


Although 
some 
experts 
believe 


somatolype can be altered a bit by 
exercise during the break-in period, 
the manual bluntly avers that "we 
are basically stuck with what we 
are." 


(SORRY ABOUT that, pal. I'm just 


telling it like it is.) 


Okay. Having established the type 


of body you are stuck with, you may 
wish lo consult the manual's ex- 
pectancy charts to see how much ser- 
vice you can get out of it. 


The answer is not much. Male bod- 


ies don't last as long as female bod- 
ies, whether or not they may look the 
worse for wear. 


Most of the middle portion of the 


manual is given over to various mal- 
functions and disorders. You might 
want to keep a copy in the glove com- 
partment just in case. 


However, if anything goes wrong 


with the male body you own, my ad- 
vice is to put it in the shop. 


OR IF YOU can't afford the re- 


pairs, find some place out of the 
weather and jack it up,on blocks. 


Undoubtedly, however, there 
are 


some owners who are genuinely inter- 
ested in how the body works and who, 
if they hear a strange pinging noise, 
pride themselves on being able to tell 
you that it is coming from the cardio- 
vascular system or wherever. 


If you have any curiosity about in- 


guinal hernias, you may find this sec- 
tion worthwhile. 


IN GENERAL, male body-owners 


likely will be most enlightened by the 
final section of the manual, which 
contains a brief outline of the no- 
menclature and operation of the fe- 
male body. 


As noted above, the female body is 


somewhat more durable. But the 
manual may dissuade you from trad- 
ing in your male body for a female 
model. 


The female body's interior mecha- 


nism looks like something engineered 
by Rube Goldberg. And the mainte- 
nance costs are absolutely frightful.

'If you want to judge a school, visit it, 
talk to its staff, talk to its children, 
talk to its parents — parents wTio wish 
to stay in the neighborhood because 
they are so pleased with Mark Hop- 
kins and its present start and the edu- 
cation it offers. 


I hope our teachers will not "begin to 


teach for the Iowa tests, for then valu- 
able time will be wasted and I feel the 
quality of education will go down, 
even though test scores may go up.

Time has come for Soviets 
to show cards in arms race

Harold M. Agnew, director of the 


Los Alamos Scientific Institute, has 
q u i e t l y disclosed something that 
seems bizarre bordering on the In- 
credible. But since ho is the chairman 
of the General Advisory Committee of 
the U.S. Arms Control and Dis- 
armament Agency It Is hard to believe 
he doesn't know what he is talking 
about 


What Agnew Is talking about Is that, 


from the beginning of our negotiations 
with the Soviet Union on nuclear 
arms, the United States has been pro- 
viding factual Information about the 
range and numbers of weapons under 
discussion while the Soviets 
refuse 


such information on the range and 
number of their weapons under dis- 
cussion. 


How one-sided can such a crucial 


negotiation be allowed to be? 


ACNEW REVEALS this strange 


state of affairs In these words: 


"Typically, arms control negotia- 


tions at present are based solely on 
Information supplied by the United 
States, 
Usually, Soviet negotiators 


refer lo U.S. estimates of the num- 
ber of their weapons systems, and 
they refer to them by NATO code 
names." 


Agnew doesn't like this one bit and 


he contends: "The Soviets should dis- 
cuss their systems, using their own 
terminology, not ours. They should 
provide their own numbers — whether 
force levels, or, when appropriate, 
performance characteristics." 


I should think so. 


IN LAY TERMS, Agnew is report- 


ing that the Soviets negotiate only on 
the basis of American estimates of 
what weapons systems and in what 
numbers they have and are produc- 
ing. They do not negotiate on the 
basis of what they kno wthey possess 
and are producing. 


We tell them the facts on our side; 


they tell us nothing. 


Our 
figures 
on Soviet military 


strength may be right or they may be 
wrong. The Russians never admit 
whether they are accurate or in- 
accurate. More importnat, whatever 
agreement is reached is based on 
what our Intelligence hopes are the 
facts, not on what the Soviets know 
are the facts on their side. You can 
depend on it that, if our intelligence 
underestimates the size and numbers 
of Soviet weapons, they are not like- 
ly to correct the es mates on the 
basis of the facts. 


AGREEMENTS BASED on such a 


one-sided negotiating process can be 
dangerously risky. 


This picture of the SALT negotiating 


procedure is contained in a memo- 
randum that Agnew prepared for the 
White House on what needs to be done 
to strengthen verification. Extracts 
from it appeared recently in Aviation 
Weekly and Space Technology. 


His first proposition — and he puts 


it very mildly but obviously means it 
very deeply — is that "the time has 
come for the Soviets to be more forth- 
coming." 


I don't see how we can safely con- 


tinue to negotiate on such a one-sided 
basis. I have discussed Agnew's mem- 
orandum with officials on the Arms 
Control and Dlsarmanent Agency, and 
they agree that he describes the situ- 
ation accurately. 


They believe this procedure should 


not continue, and in the negotiations 
so far this year they have taken the 
position that a factual "data base" 
must be provided by both sides. 


I do not see how any acceptable 


agreements can be made unless both 
sides are prepared to provide the 
same kind of negotiating information.

The most interesting thing about the 


second round of the Conference on Se- 
curity and Cooperation in Europe, 
which opened last week in Belgrade, 
is that both the American and Soviet 
delegations have done then- home- 
work more carefully than they did for 
the first round two years ago in Hel- 
sinki. 


The American delegation has been 


beavering away for months now, gath- 
ering material on violations by So- 
viets and East European governments 
of human rights and other promises 
made at Helsinki. The Soviets have 
likewise been beavering away at real 
or Imaginary violations by govern- 
ments on the Western side of the di- 
vide. They are both doing their home- 
work as they never did back in 1975 — 
because neither of them realized at 
that time what a big thing "human 
rights" would turn out to be. 


To the Soviets of two years ago the 


Helsinki conference was the place 
where they were going to get general 
acceptance by everyone concerned of 
the present frontiers in Eastern Eu- 
rope. They wanted that so much that 
they were prepared to promise a lot 
of things to get it. But it seems not to 
have occurred to them at the time 
that the promises would become a 
serious problem for them in their re- 
lations with Western Europe, with 
their own satellites of Eastern Europe 
and even inside the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics itself. 


TO THE AMERICAN delegation run 


by Sec. of State Henry Kissinger, the 
promises in the area of "human 
rights" were window dressing. Kissin- 
ger was willing to confirm the fron- 
tiers of Eastern Europe as a step 
along the road of his "detente" with 
Moscow. He expected his quid pro quo 
in other areas — perhaps in the form 
of Soviet restraint in the Middle East 
But "Basket Three," the section of 
the "final act" of the conference 
which dealt with human rights, was to 
Kissinger in those days a "basket 
case " 


Well — here we are two years later 


and Basket Three is anything but a 
basket case. It has caused all kinds of 
trouble inside the frontiers of the 
Warsaw Pact. Czechs, Romanians, 
even the Poles, have been hustling 
into jails persons Who have been keep- 
ing the books on the violations by 
their governments of the promises all 
of them made at Helsinki to permit a 
free flow of information across their 
borders, and permit freedom of politi- 
cal expression by their people. Ar- 
rests have been frequent in Moscow 
and more are expected. A general 
suppression of dissent seems to be 
the order of the day. 


There is always a reaction to waves 


of suppression. Internal dissent can be 
smothered for a time. But every wave 
of suppression inside the Soviet Union 
damages every Communist party out- 
side the Warsaw Pact area and Mos- 
cow's propaganda position in the 
world. The price of suppressing dis- 
sent inside is a bad image outside. 
This Is a dilemma into which Moscow 
has been pushed by Basket Three. 


MORE THAN THAT, a bad record 


of violating the human rights provi- 
sions of the Helsinki document inevi- 
tably revives the question of those 
frontiers. If Moscow is to repudiate 
part of the Helsinki accord then the 
whole could come unstuck. And any 
reopening of the frontiers of Eastern 
Europe would be a sheer horror to the 
Kremlin. 


Perhaps some persons inside the 


Kremlin begin to wonder whether Jo- 
seph Stalin was wise to grab all that 
territory around his frontiers, which 
he did grab in 1945. It was a moment 
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when Soviet armies were spread far 
beyond the prewar frontiers of the So- 
viet Union. Stalin helped himself to 
various Japanese islands and a huge 
piece of China on one side. He gath- 
ered in the Baltic states, East 
Prussia, and a slice of Poland, and a 
slice of Finland, and a slice of Ro- 
mania, and a small bit of Czech- 
oslovakia on the other. And no one 
forgets those things. 


Moscow has already had to disgorge 


one big piece of those 1945 gatherings 
of Stalin. The Chinese insisted that 
the Soviets get out of Manchuria, In- 
ner Mongolia and Sinkiang. They did, 
within two years after Stalin's death. 
But they have never yet given up an- 
other inch of their spoils of war from 
1945. And they seemed at Helsinki two 
years ago to think that the documents 
signed there would put to rest any 
doubts about the European frontiers 


But did they' Why should the fron- 


tiers be fixed forever if Moscow fails 
to pay the price agreed for the valid- 
ity of those frontiers' 


Nothing is going to be settled at Bel- 


grade this week. The diplomats are 
gathered there only to set up sched- 
ules and formulate rules and regu- 
lations for round three of Helsinki to 
come somewhere else later this year. 


But behind the talks in Belgrade is 
the plain fact that Moscow is finding 
it painful to pay the price agreed at 
Helsinki for general recognition of 
Stalin's frontiers. Yet how can those 
frontiers be firm if the price for them 
is not paid? Yet to pay the price 
would be to permit dissent throughout 


all the Kremlin's lands. And to permit 
dissent could lead to — anything. 


After all, there was first only tna 


Grand Duchy of Moscow. At the time 
of Columbus it was only about three 
hundred miles across.

bert Green, 28, of 122 Boardwalk Ave., 


Elk Grove Village, and Joy Heysek, 
37, of Hoffman Estates, both former 
employes of a drug store managed by 
DeLuca. They have testified DeLuca 
admitted killing the Columbos. 


DeLuca allegedly dictated the dos- 


sier to Clifford X. Childs, 29, a former 
cellmate of his at Cook County Jail. 


Childs had testified he never in- 


tended to kill the witnesses, and 
duped DeLuca into bailing him out of 
jail. He said he testified in exchange 


for a promise of leniency from prose- 
cutors 
on three 
armed 
robbery 


charges. 


Stanton Bloom, DeLuca's defense 


a t t o r n e y , Monday completed his 
cross-examination of Childs, who ad- 
mitted^ he would lie to obtain his free- 
dom. 


Prosecutors today are expected to 


rest their case against Miss Columbo 
and DeLuca. Defense attorneys then 
will begin calling their witnesses.

nate all new service proposed for both 
suburban bus lines and commuter 
railroads. 


Routes affected would be the com- 


muter feeder service in Rolling Mead- 
ows and Palatine, the feeder service 
from Elk Grove Village to Jefferson 
Park in Chicago, feeder service from 
Elk Grove Village to the Milwaukee 
Road train station in Bensenville, as 
well as a proposed route to Harper 
College. All were scheduled to start in 
fiscal 1978, which begins July 1. 


The cutbacks also would eliminate 


virtually all construction projects and 
equipment purchases, as well as a bus 
rehabilitation program. On the CTA, 


officials are estimating the austerity 
budget may result in a 15 per cent 
service cut and a 10 cent fare hike.

JIM MILLIGAN of Palatine said the

Hospitals ask budget hike 
to pay for new equipment

County 
hospitals 
Monday 


aikccl the County Board for $8.5 mil- 
lion more than Is in the current budg- 
et, to help retain accreditation, 


Dr. James G. Haughton, executive 


director of the Cook County Health 
and Hospitals Governing Commission, 
said tho money must be spent on 
equipment and medical services rath- 
er than on repaying the hospitals' $9 
million deficit as now required by the 
budget. 


The unprecedented move to reopen 


the county budget met with Imme- 
diate skepticism from County Board 
Pres. George W. Dunne, who ques- 
tioned the legality of changing an 
adopted budget. 


"You 
must be able lo perform the 


miracle of the loaves and the fishes," 
Dunne told Haughton in response to 
Haughton's suggestion that the hospi- 
tals "don't want to spend more mon- 
ey, they just want to spend it differ- 
ently " 


HAUGHTON ASKED the county 


board to increase the bottom line of 
tho Cook County hospitals' budget 
from $169 million to $177.5 million. 
But he said he was not asking for an 
additional tax Increase. 


"If we knew you had money avail- 


able, there probably would not have 
been an Increase in the tax rate for 
you at all," Dunne said, referring to 
the 10 per cent property tax Increase 
tor the hospitals that was approved by 
the county board In February. The 
Health and Hospitals Governing Com- 


mission tax rate was increased from 
20 to 22 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation, which means that a person 
whose home is assessed at $10,000 now 
pays $22 a year for the operation of 
the Cook County hospitals. 


Cook County, Oak Forest and Cer- 


mak hospitals are up for reac- 
creditation this year by the joint com- 
mission on the accreditation of hospi- 
tals. 


"We have a whole shopping list of 


things we must do before then, 
Haughton said. 


"We are not talking about office 


equipment or remodeling. These are 
things that people need for health 
care." 


He cited needs for new X-ray, and 


intensive care equipment as exam- 
ples. 


THE HOSPITALS' $9 million deficit 


built up for more than 2 years and it 
is "unfair" to expect the hospitals to 
pay it off in just one year's budget," 
Haughton said. 


But Dunne said continuing deficits 


could put Cook County in a financial 
crisis similar to New York City. 


"To spend more money you have to 


have more money and however mag- 
ical Dr. Haughton's powers I just 
don't see it. If they continue with defi- 
cits and then decide to walk away 
from it, the taxpayers of Cook County 
will be stuck with the bill," he said. 


Haughton said the hospitals want to 


spend about $6 million of the $8.5 mil- 
lion they are seeking on health care. 
The remaining $2.5, million would go 


toward debt retirement. 


COMR. 
MARY 
McDONALD, 
a 


frequent critic of Cook County hospi- 
tals, suggested if the hospitals now 
expect to have extra money to spend, 
the county board should abate the 
2-cent property tax increase, adopted 
in February. 


Dunne and other board members 


said a 1970 opinion by former State's 
Atty. Edward V. Hanrahan indicates 
that it would be illegal to alter an 
adopted budget except in the case of 
an extreme emergency. But hospital 
officials said they think the legal ob- 
stacles could be overcome. 


Both sides will get legal opinions 


from their attorneys before discussion 
of the request continues. 


Mrs. Jessie Staller of Des Plaines 


said the bus service to Woodfield is 
important to her because she does not 
drive. 


"If we want to come out during the 


day we have to go on the bus. At 
night, if I got in a tough spot, my 
husband could drive me where I nad 
to go," Mrs. Staller said. 


Mrs. Staller said she has looked for- 


ward to the new route for a long time 


Nancy Schreiber, 13, of Mount Pros- 


pect, said the Woodfield bus comes in 
handy for her. "It's sure better than 
having your parents drive you wher- 
ever you want to go," she said.

Discount stores sell name clothes

at bargain prices minus the labels

Not low priced clothing but good 


clothing at low prices is what custom- 
ers can find on the racks at the brand 
name clothing discount stores cropp- 
ing up all over the Northwest suburbs. 


A relatively new type of business 


outlet in the Midwest (they've been 
popular in the East for several years 
are are often unadvertised subsi- 
diaries of large companies),- these 
brand name discount stores are not 
the usual discount operations selling 
everything from luggage to lumber 
and1 sweaters to sweepers. 


They specialize in brand name 


clothing which they do not advertise 
by name, but sell at discounts up to 60 
per cent or more from the price of the 
same item sold in department and 
specialty stores. 


ON A RECENT shopping tour I 


found labels of Jack Winter, Bobbie 
Brooks, Jantzen, Cole of California, 
Rosanna, Cos Cob, Collage and de- 
signer labels of Vera, Halston, Anne 
Klein, Oleg Cassini, Diane Von Fur- 
stenberg and John Kloss, to name just 
a few of the manufacturers of wom- 
en's wear. Van Heusen, Arrow, Hath- 
away, Pierre Cardin, MacGregor and 
private labels of stores like Lord and 
Taylor are a few of the men's lines'to 
be found in the discounts. 


A l t h o u g h some manufacturers 


request that their labels be removed, 
the merchandise can often be recog- 
nized by shoppers who know their 
brands. Stores that normally carry la- 
bels may advertise a garment with 
missing label as a special bargain; 
chances are it is a bargain but you 
have to know your brands and pric- 
ing, and also shop around to deter- 
mine if this is so. It may also simply 
be merchandise from a manufacturer 
that does not allow labels in some or 
all of the discounts. 


As in shopping department and spe- 


cialty stores, many of the labels in the 
discounts are familiar, but many 
more are not — unless you are in the 
business. Where the unfamiliar labels 
fit into the quality scale varies up 
and down, as it does in all stores, and 
as in all shopping, recognizing quality 
is helpful. 


W h e r e does this merchandise 


come from and how can these dis- 
counts sell the same merchandise sold 
at higher prices in department and 
specialty stores? 


Exact sources are rather hush hush 


and no definite answers are given. Be- 
cause department stores and manu- 
facturers' salesmen are unhappy with 
the discount operations, the discounts 
try to keep a low profile and not make 
waves. 


Explained one discount manager, 


"We buy direct from the manufac- 
turer." "We have a good relationship 
with manufacturers. We're an escape 
valve," said another. Others offer that 
the merchandise comes from "a mid- 
dleman," or "we have an arrange- 
ment." 


The merchandise is described as 


"manufacturers' overruns," or in .lay- 
man's language,, what's left over after 
the department and specialty stores 
have placed their orders: It is also de- 
scribed as over-production, samples, 
discontinued styles, missed deliveries 
or merchandise that is creating a 
space problem for the manufacturer. 
None, according to the discount man- 
agers, is of inferior, usual discount 
quality. 


SOME STORES such as Marshall's 


in the Mount Prospect Plaza, which 
carries a large inventory of name 
brand merchandise, also carries ir- 
regulars which are clearly marked on 
the price tags. The irregularities — 


wrong sizing, slight snags or other 
flaws, usually defy detection, accord- 
ing to Marshall's. "Merchandise that 
does not quite meet the manufac- 
turer's very high standards," explains 
Roger Barilani, manager. 


A large chain operating out of Wo- 


burn, Mass., Marshall's carries wom- 
en's, men's and children's apparel as 
well as sheets, towels and other 
housewares. It also sells men's, wom- 
en's and children's shoes. 


Men's and women's clothing also 


carried in The Midwest Outpost, 
Branded Apparel Outlet, a business 
that originated three years ago in .the 
Northwest suburbs with a store in 
Wheeling of which Joe Mocca is own- 
er-manager. It now has a store in 
Hoffman Estates with Carlo Reina as 
owner-manager, as well as stores in 
St. Louis. 


While The Outpost has a wide selec- 


tion of merchandise, it specializes in 
brand name jeans for men and wom- 
en. On regular women's clothing, the 
store is heavier on junior sizes than 
misses sizes. 


SHOW OFF, a privately owned 


store in Northpoint Shopping Center, 
Arlington Heights, states that 30 per 
cent of its merchandise is in misses 
sizes. Show Off opened seven months 
ago and has sought to maintain the 
image of a neighborhood store. The 
manager, Robert Dushan,' is proud 
that all labels are left in the clothing. 
"We offer high value in all lines," 
said Dushan. The store also carries 
men's tops. 


At The 
Clothes Bin, Algonquin 


Road, Mount Prospect, one of the first

You are a young man. And there is a good chance that your 


interest In sex and sexual responses will return to normal. 


Part of this will depend upon how much damage you may have 


done to your liver. Eleven years of alcoholism is a real insult to 
the body. The liver has an Important role in eliminating estrogens 
and maintaining a proper balance between male and female hor- 
mones. 


You should know that alcohol has a direct effect on the testicles, 


resulting In a decrease in male hormone production. In a study of 
men who consume an equivalent of one and one-fourth pints of 80 
proof whiskey a day for four weeks, Dr. Gary Gordon of New York 
Medical College found a 21 to 50 per cent decrease in testosterone 
production. And the testosterone in the blood stream was more 
rapidly removed.

ations lose all Interest in sex I do not mean to imply your loss of 
weight Is bad — it is good, but I doubt that your body has com- 
pleted its readjustment.

You may wish to share this information with 
other people who have a drinking problem and have not been as 
successful as you in overcoming it.

I am a radio broadcaster and In my work I use headphones 


every day. Through the years I've noticed It's been necessary for 
me to boost the volume of the phones — bit by bit. I'm worried the 
phones are damaging my hearing and yet I have to use them in 
my work. How harmful are headphones to the cars? 


The headphones are not harmful — it is the sound that comes 


out of them. If the noise level Is low enough, it should not harm 
your ears. But If you have high intensity noise exposure regularly, 
it will induce ear damage. 


Of course, you may be having changes in your hearing that are 


completely unrelated to your headphones. I would suggest that you 
see an ear, nose and throat specialist and have your hearing 
checked. You may have a completely different condition that he 
can help you with.

She finds Silly Putty 


on skirt is no joke 


Dear Dorothy: Recently, my 5-year-old thought it would be 


"neat" to stick a wad of Silly Putty on a nearly new, 100 per cent 
polyester boucle knit shirt. The stuff doesn't freeze like gum, nor 
will it wash out. What can I do? — Kathi Ferris. 


Even If It won't freeze, chilling it ought to make it easier to get 


off as much as possible with the dull side of a knife. The best 
method then is to lay the fabric face down on paper towels and 
sponge with amyl acetate. Try on an inconspicuous spot first to 
see that It doesn't harm the fabric. Amyl acetate and acetone are 
often used to get off the same kinds of stains although amyl ace- 
tate Is recommended for acetate, Arnel, Dynel and Verel — and 
acetone on other fabrics. If you see this Isn't working, try a good 
cleaning solvent, using the same method. 


Dear Dorothy: My husband and I are trying to do some of the 


home-decorating jobs and we're wondering if there is a specific 
spot one should start wallpapering so the joining won't show if 
there is a little mismatching. — Marcla Pittclh 


The most skillful paperhanger I ever saw believed in starting 


over the small area over the doorway going into the room, when 
he finished it was hard to find any trace of a mismatch.

High School Pantogram once and I told my teacher I 
wanted to be a journalist. He said he wouldn't if I 
were him, so I became an actor instead," said As- 
ner, who later went on to study acting and perform 
in Chicago. 


Now, Asner has the best of both worlds. "Both deal 


with the drama of 'everyday life. I would have loved 
to have been a newspaper man, and now I will be."

Corporations, says Commerce Sec. 


Juanita M. Kreps, should be eval- 
uated by their community spirit as 
well as their profit level. 


An index should be developed that 


measures a corporation's contribu- 
tions to the community, Including how 
It treats its employes, its contribu- 
tions to education and Its other pri- 
vate endeavors. Such a measure of 
corporate performance might encour- 
age companies to strive for achieve- 
ment in nonprofit areas, she says. 


In on interview, Mrs. Kreps also ex- 


pressed concern whether business in- 
vestment will be sufficient to propel 
the economy ahead next year. She ex- 
pects the administration's tax reform 
package, promised by Sept. 30, to 
stimulate plant and equipment spend- 
ing. 


The carefully spoken commerce 


secretary says the continued unease of 
business with the Carter adminis- 
tration is explained largely by the 
fact it is Democratic. "There are 
fears that it is going to spend too 
much, tax too much, be insensitive to 
business needs." 


In the abridged Interview text that 


follows, Sec. Kreps talks about her de- 
partment's efforts to promote women 
and minorities in business and the ne- 
cessity for the public to recognize the 
costs of environmental protection. 


How Is the economy doing, in your 


view? Is there a chance of another 
pause In (he economy Jalcr In the 
year? 


It is unlikely for there to be a 


serious pause this year. Most of us 
have some question marks about next 
year. We will do all right for the rest 
of this year, in that unemployment 
will improve. The numbers that have 
been coming out have been better 


than we expected, actually. There was 
a smaller increase in the wholesale 
price index and a better performance 
at the farm price level. The drop in 
unemployment has been faster than I 
would have guessed. 


What we don't knovr really about 


next year is to what extent business 
investment spending will propel the 
economy ahead. It looks as though 
consumer spending, because of the 
low savings rate, won't, rise that 
much. It would seem that housing 
starts, construction in general, will 
not continue to go up at its past rate. 
So you have to count on really sub- 
stantial business investment to keep 
the growth rate going. 


Is there anything the government 


should do to ensure that the economy 
continues at a high recovery rate next 
year? 


We do really have to continue to try 


to push the unemployment rate down. 
We are doing that through a number 
of spending programs which when 
they take off will have that impact. 


(Also) incentives to business in-, 


vestment have to be attended to. I as- 
sume . . . that will be a very impor- 
tant part of the (administration's) tax 
reform package. 


The whole question of business con- 


fidence seems to be a continuing prob- 
lem for the administration. Many 
businessmen continue to have a deep 
sense of unease about the Carter ad- 
ministration, even though a good 
many of the Cabinet members are 
t h e m s e l v e s from business back- 
grounds. What do you attribute this 
to, this continuing sense of unease? 
. It is a series of things, the most im- 
portant perhaps of which is that we 
are Democrats, and there is just not a 
lot of confidence (in Democrats) on 
the part of business as a group, with 
notable exceptions. There are fears

NOW accounts 
at banks urged 


The Carter administration Monday urged Congress to allow 


banks throughout the country to offer savings accounts on which 
customers can also write checks. These are called NOW accounts 
— for "negotiable order of withdrawal" — and under present 
federal law they are allowed only in the six New England states. 
Treasury Sec. Michael Blumenthal told a Senate banking subcom- 
mittee the experiment of permitting them in New England has 
been a success. He urged adoption of an administration bill to 
allow banks, savings and loan associations and credit unions to 
offer NOW accounts or their equivalent nationwide. Federal Re- 
serve Chairman Arthur Burns supported the bill. NOW accounts 
are the equivalent of earning interest on the balance in a checking 
account,

that the government is going to spend 
too much, tax too much, be in- 
sensitive to business needs. 


Those attitudes do not get changed 


easily. Even though the President and 
the administration are doing things 
that business applauds , . . pulling the 
($50 tax) rebate, being concerned 
about inflation, insisting that there be 
no wage and price controls, being con- 
cerned to keep the flow of inter- 
national trade open as opposed to in- 
creased protectionism . . . all of these 
things which business applauds never- 
theless take some time to persuade 
the business community. 


One of your department's divisions 


is the Office of Minority Enterprise. 
During the recent recession many 
firms owned by blacks and other mi- 
norities suffered badly, sonic going 
out of business. How is the situation 
now, with the recovery making con- 
siderable progress? 


Minority businesses are doing bet- 


ter. There has been a strong attempt 
to provide small minority businesses 
with the kind of capital and technical 
assistance that they frequently need. 
The Small Business Administration 


has been working on this, too. 


What are the main steps the govern- 


ment could take to encourage greater 
opportunities for women — I'm think- 
ing of Wall Street, the financial com- 
munity, the opportunities for women 
to rise from middle echelon levels to 
higher 
posts, 
including corporate 


boards? 


We were talking this morning about 


the women entrepreneur as opposed 
to the women executive. With refer- 
ence to the latter, I looked at the sta- 
tistics afresh and discovered the lat- 
est number I could find indicated that 
of the top 500 corporations, the For- 
tune 500, 20 per cent had at least a 
woman on the board. So say 100 or 
500. I would have thought it would be 
much higher. That figure may be a 
bit out of date. So you double it, it still 
is not very much — women-altogether 
as 2.7 per cent of the boards of direc- 
tors. 


What concerns me a, bit more, ac- 


tually, is the slow pace at which wom- 
en have been able to move up the 
ranks in business. The explanation is 
an easy one to come by. Women until 
very recently were never encouraged 


to go into business and indeed there 
was only one entree and that was sec- 
retarial and that was where they 
stayed. 


What you have now is a situation 


which reflects decades, even cen- 
turies, of an attitude and a practice 
which we have only recently tried to 
change. Now there is a real effort on 
business's part to promote women, to 
put them in middle jobs. But there is 
a rate change beyond which they sim- 
ply can't go. It is kind of a gener- 
ational thing. 


But it is interesting to speculate on 


how we can get more women to be- 
come entrepreneurs, to become own- 
ers and managers of their own busi- 
ness. The President has announced 
that he would appoint an interagency 
task force to study what could be done 
to improve women's enterpreneurial 
activity, and I will be working on 
that. 


Business has felt that the environ- 


mentalists have gone to extremes in 
their positions, holding up many 
worthwhile business ventures unnec- 
essarily in areas such .as offshore oil 
and gas, nuclear power, coal mining. 


etc. Do you have any views on such 
allegations? 


Gee, I wish I, thought there was a 


simple answer to that one. 


We are at a stage in history where 


we are beginning to recognize the cost 
of the trade-offs. And we have to re- 
member that we are now in a highly 
industrialized society, with resource 
constraints that we never had before, 
and with environmental problems we 
never had before. In order to take ac- 
count of those restraints and to re- 
duce that pollution, we have to pay a 
dear price. 


It is such a different game now. I 


don't think it is because people would 
be unwilling in the final analysis to 
pay the price of clean air. It is just 
that they are not accustomed to hav- 
ing to pay any price for the clean air. 
And what we have to keep telling the 
public and the public has to accept is 
that there is a cost associated with 
environmental 
protection 
and 
the 


maintenance of adequate resources for 
future generations, and those costs 
are high.

NEW YORK - Talk about irony: 


now malpractice suits are backfiring 
on lawyers. 


In recent years no other word could 


start a professional argument sizzling 
as fast as "malpractice." To doctors, 
it was an abomination and a threat, 
raising their insurance premiums and 
pushing their fees into an even less 
popular stratosphere. But to many a 
lawyer, the rapid rise of malpractice 
suits — and of the typical settlement 
— has meant a juicy new financial 
opportunity. 


Now, though, a startling increase is 


occurring in malpractice suits against 
lawyers — and the same attorneys 
who not long ago were advising angry 
doctors, "Physician, heal thyself," 
are faced with a new and unpleasant 
necessity: "Counselor, defend thy- 
self."

NEW YORK (UPI) - After seesaw- 


ing earlier in the day, stocks rallied 
Monday afternoon to register a solid 
gain in active trading as investors re- 
sponded to a favorable updating of the 
economy's growth rate. 


Revised Commerce Dept. figures 


showed the first-quarter Gross Nation- 
al Product rose by 6.9 per cent in- 
stead of 6.4 per cent as reported in an 
earlier revision. In another major re- 
vision, the department said corporate 
profits rose 5 1 per cent instead of the 
0.9 per cent increase originally report- 
ed 


As a result, the'Dow Jones industri- 


al average, which fluctuated much of 
the day, gained 3.82 points to 924.27, 
the highest level since it closed at 
930.46 on May 20. Although the closely 
watched average finished unchanged 
Friday, it climbed 9.66 points over-all 
last week. 


THE DOW JONES utilities average 


continued to outperform the industri- 
als by reaching another new 1977 high 
with a 0.26 gain to 114.14. Analysts 
said the rise in that average in- 
dicated investors were convinced in- 
terest rates would not rise sharply 
anytime soon. 


On a broader basis than the Dow av- 


erages, the New York Stock Exchange 
common stock index added 0.26 to 
54.90 and the average price of a com- 
mon share rose 15 cents. Standard & 
Poor's 500-stock index, containing 
some over-the-counter issues, gained 
0.45 to 100.42.

panies are not in business to go bra'.ce, 


either. And their own self-interest 
which translates into simple business 
prudence, is matched by insurance 
regulations requiring them to main- 
tain substantial premium income in 
funds reserved for future loss pay- 
ments. The fundamentel rate-making 
principle is tnat the advance payment 
for this year's insurance policy should 
equal all the expected claims and ex- 
penses for that period — though they 
may not be reported for years to 
come. 


The Travelers executive expressed 


the hope that the rising legal mal- 
practice suits would "bring home to 
the lawyers the problems facing in- 
surance companies when their clients 
win exorbitant awards against the 
medical profession." 


Or put it this way: Take two aspi- 


rins, Counselor, and remember that 
there really is no free lunch.

Ventresca cards disaster on 13th

Monday was supposed to be a good 


day for Bill Ventresca. 


The local golf pro arrived at his 


course, Rolling Green Country Club, 
in the morning with a good feeling, 
one of confidence. 


But before his round of 18 holes was 


completed, the look of disappointment 
was solidly etched in his tanned face. 


HE HAD TRIPLE bogeyed the 13th 


hole in the qualifying round for this 
weekend's Western Open. That, plus 
two other bogeys, gave Ventresca a 
37-40-77, well below the 72 needed to 
qualify. 


"On the 13th I did something I don't 


do very much at all," Ventresca ex- 
plained with a shrug. "I hooked it, 
and it went out of bounds. Then my 
second drive into the fairway landed 


in a sandtrap " 


Before his ball reached the green, 


he was working on his sixth shot for 
the hole, a par-5, 394-yarder with a 
dogleg left. 


"I had to really play after that," 


Ventresca said. 


HE KNEW HE didn't have a chance 


for anything much better than a 73 
after the 13th, and even that would be 
five strikes off the day's best round. 


Skip Dunaway and Ed Sabo each 


turned in a 32-36-68 to lead the field of 
129 golfers that were vying for 27 
places. Dwight Nevil and Tommy Va- 
lentine had 69s for the next best while 
eight finished both at 70 and 71 on the 
par-72 course. 


Going into the 13th hole, Ventresca 


was only one over, having bogeyed 
the third. Being familiar with the 


course at which he has been pro for 
the last 12 years, he still had hopes of 
collecting some birdies following his 
downfall on No. 13. 


Two par-S holes were coming up, 


but the best he could do on each was 
par. 


"Those were potentioal eagle holes," 


Ventresca said. "But when you're just 
trying to make pars, you get birdies. 
When you want birdies, you end up 
with bogies. You just get too aggres- 
sive, too bold." 


VENTRESCA HAD HOPED to open 


his round with a few strong holes, but 
they never came about. The last four 
times he has played at Rolling Green 
he has scored 71, 69, 71 and 70. So 
confidence was in his favor. 


"I just never got started. Getting a 


good start changes your whole ap- 


proach," he said. "Otherwise, you're 
playing comeback. 


"I just came up with a bad day. 


There's really no excuse because the 
course is in great condition. Call it a 
bad round." 


Ventresca hit every green in the 


front nine, but he three-putted the 
third hole. Then he missed the green 
on the 13th and 18th, which also ended 
up a bogey because of a sandtrap 
shot. 


THIS WAS THE first time in four 


years that Ventresca has had to quali- 
fy for the Western. He was exempt 
the last three. 


The other two times he had to quali- 


fy proved to be no trouble. In fact, he 
led the field one year with a 69. 


"But if you don't get started good .. 


.," his voice trailed off.

Martin will fight no more in the big 
leagues; that after his dugout fracas 
with Reggie Jackson on national TV 
last Saturday, the New York Yankee 
manager will be fired any day now.

is the proud New York Yankees with 
the other. 


When will it all end for Billy? When 


will his 49 years of living experience 
tell him that he doesn't need to fight 
for every inch of territory and every 
bit of respect that he feels are his 
due? 


The book on Billy Martin is that he 


suffers from a perverse sense of in- 
security, that his natural abilities 
were never great enough to keep up 
with his mounting ego. Martin always 
wanted to be the best, and for a time 
he was the best. But he felt he had to 
continue proving it over and over 
again. 


MARTIN WAS a .257 lifetime hitter 


with the physical appearance of a 
Dachau survivor. But he was the hero 
of two World Series and Casey Ste- 
ngel loved him. "They say I have 


been biased in favor of Martin," Ste- 
ngel once said. "Well, if'liking a kid 
who will never let you down in the 
clutch is favoritism, well I plead guil- 
ty." 


Stengel liked Billy because he was a 


fighter, not a brawler. Martin would 
stick up for his teammates. He would 
throw a punch if throwing a punch 
was the answer. 


All too often, however, Billy was ea- 


ger to throw punches when clear 
thinking was called for instead. 


As a manager, Martin won division- 


al titles for Minnesota and Detroit and 
he won Manager of the Year honors 
at Texas for coming darn close. Last 
year he led the Yankees to their first 
pennant since 1964. 


BUT HIS INSECURITY always 


brought him down. It was not only 
Martin's willingness to bloody some- 
one's nose that got him into trouble; it 
was his tendency to criticize his bos- 
ses whenever he felt threatened by 
them. 


And Billy felt threatened constantly. 
Nowhere was the pressure greater 


than in New York, the scene of his 
earlier triumphs. It was in Yankee 
pinstripes that Martin earned his rep- 
utation and it was to be in those same 


pinstripes that Billy would be forced 
to prove himself again. 


The old street-fighter returned to 


Gotham and brought back the Yankee 
magic, somehow. He did it against the 
odds, with his critics stacked in oppo- 
sition to him. 


IT WAS BILLY'S greatest fight and 


he won it. He showed them. It was a 
one-two punch that was indefensible. 
He had proved himself once more. 


Since then, life has been hard on 


Martin. Fate gave him Reggie Jack- 
son, so Billy had to go 'on the defen- 
sive one final time. 


In the dugout in Boston last Satur- 


day, after Martin had benched Jack- 
son for slacking in the outfield, the 
manager and the superstar confronted 
each other like two vicious animals 
locked in mortal battle. The differ- 
ence is, Jackson will survive. 


Martin, struggling to escape the 


clutches of - Yogi Berra and Elston 
Howard, used all of his remaining 
strength Saturday. He wasted himself 
in pursuit of his final challenge, the 
last threat to his manhood and his 
self-respect. 


Exhausted, Billy Martin slumped 


onto the dugout bench. He had proved 
himself again.

Echo answers 
every word 
you shout it 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Nicole Gaskin, 13, of Kingston, 
Ont., Canada, for her question: 


WHAT MAKES AM ECHO? 
In Greek Mythology, Echo was a 


nymph who kept up an incessant talk 
w.ith Hera in order to distract her at- 
tention from her faithless husband. Dis- 
covering the trick, Hera punished Echo 
by taking away her power of speech 
until she was first spoken to, at which 
time she was compelled to answer. She 
fell in love with Narcissus, who didn't 
love her, and so she pined away until 
there wasn't anything left except her 
voice. 


From the chatty little girl named 


Echo in Greek mythology comes the 
word we know as the reflection, or 
bounce-back, of a sound against some 
object. 


When we give a yell or make a loud 


clapping sound with our hands, the 
sound waves travel in every direction. 
We can hear the clap or yell when the 
sound reaches our ears. Often the sound 
waves may travel to a large, distant 
object where they will bounce back to 
reach our ears a second time. This 
second sound, the reflected noise, is 
'called an echo. 


There can be times when we do not 


hear echoes, even though reflected sound 
waves may be reaching our ears. We 
will not hear an echo, for example, if 
the original sound was too weak. We 
won't hear it .either if the reflecting 
object is too small. 


In addition, we may not hear the echo 


if the reflected sound hits an object 
less than 30 feet away. Both the original 
sound and the bounce-back then will 
reach our ears at about the same time. 


Other times we may hear more than 


one echo from a single original sound. 
Repeating echoes often occur in canyons 
or valleys where many surfaces can 
reflect the sound. When this happens, 
sound waves will bounce from one wall 
to another in a number of repeating 
echoes. 


You can use an echo to tell how far 


away you are from an echo-producing 
object. Sound waves travel about one 
mile in five seconds, so if it takes 10 
seconds for a sound to return as an 
echo, you know you are one mile from 
the object. If you're standing on one 
side of a canyon and your yell comes 
back as an echo in five seconds, you 
can figure the canyon is about a half- 
mile wide. 


Did you know that echoes also can 


travel through water? A sounding sys- 
tem called sonar is used with under- 
water echoes to measure water depths 
and even to locate lost objects. Sonar 
also is used in the navigation of ships 
through narrow channels and success- 
fully is used to locate schools of fish 
swimming in the ocean.

Globe to Bo Wood, 11, Franklin, N.C., 
for his question: 


WHY DOES POISON OAK ITCH? 
Some experts say that poison oak 


and poison ivy are the same, with oak 
growing in bush form and ivy growing 
on vines. Others say there are a few 
differences: the poison oak leaflets are 
more deeply notched. Poison oak is 
found in the woods and thickets of many 
parts of the United States and Canada. 


A poisonous oil is produced from the 


plant. When contact is made with the 
body, a rash and watery blisters can 
result. The poison also makes the skin 
itch. A crust often develops on the skin 
and the painful itching irritation can 
last for many days. 


Extreme caution must be taken when 


walking or working in areas where 
poison oak is common.

mean the elimination of some local 
Des Plaines bus routes. Fare hikes 
also may be considered. 


"It would mean some service cut- 


back and would be most definitely on 
the lowest density routes," DiJohn 
said.

BOARD MEMBERS said they will 


vote Friday, either for a gas tax or 
the austerity budget.

Panther trial charges dismissed

A federal judge, faced with a jury 


deadlocked for nearly 35 hours, Mon- 
day dismissed charges against seven 
police officers in the 1969 slaying of 
two Black Panthers in a predawn 
raid. 


Senior U.S. District Judge Joseph 


Sam Perry issued his decision when 
the jury, which began deliberations 
Friday morning, declared itself dead- 
locked following one of the longest 


trials in federal court history. 


Proceedings in th $47.7 million civil 


rights trial took 320 days during an 18- 
month period. 


The plaintiffs "have failed to sus- 


tain a version of proof in every 
claim," tlie BO-year-old judge told a 
courtroom packed with about 120 per- 
sons in announcing his decision to 
grant the defense motion for dis- 
missal. 


ATTORNEYS FOR the plaintiffs - 


the families of Black Panther leaders 
Fred Hampton and Mark Clark — 
said immediately they will appeal. 


Jeffrey H. Haas, 34, one of the two 


plaintiffs' attorneys, said he was "ab- 
solutely stunned" by the decision. 


"It's clear he (Perry) is part of the 


coverup of the murders of Fred Ham- 
pton and Mark Clark," Haas said. "I 
think the people will be outraged by 
this. We saw $2 million of city and 
county money and millions of federal 


money spent to continue the cov- 
erup." 


The officers were among a police 


task force, authorized by the state's 
attorney, which burst into a Panther 
headquarters on the night of Dec. 4, 
1969. 


Authorities at first maintained they 


engaged in a gun battle with th»-Pan- 
thers. Later investigation indicated 
only one Panther shot was fired — by

Pending approval 
by the village 


board, the theater will be built and 
ready for use this fall. An addition to 
the Randhurst Cinema will bring the 
number of movie theaters in the vil- 
lage to five. The four theaters in the 
village are Mount Prospect Cinema I 
and II, al the Mount Prospect Plaza, 


Rand and Central roads, Randhurst 
Cinema, at Randhurst Shopping Cen- 
ter, Rand and Elmhurst roads; and 
Prospect Theater, 18 S. Main St. 


"The theaters will share a lobby, 


which is a trend in General Cinema's 
expansion program," said Paul Das- 
so, vice president for the Randhurst 
Corp. "It gives us the opportunity to 
show two different -types of films at 
one time and offer broader appeal." 


GENERAL CINEMA, a corporation 


that operates movie theaters through- 


out the country, leases the building 
from the Randhurst Corp. and oper- 
ates Randhurst Cinema. 


The new theater would .be smaller 


than the existing one at Randhurst 
which seats about 900. Randhurst offi- 
cials said the demand for a second 
theater is high and the addition is nec- 
essary to compete with area theaters. 


Dasso said better films that are 


being released require longer showing 
periods. 


"Ten weeks is not unusual," he

$1.4 million 1077-78 budget, which will 
triple last year's eight-month budget 
primarily by using existing federal 
and state revenue and no new local 
taxes. 


A 239-apartment development also 


was approved by the council, ending 
months of 
negotiations and com- 


promises. 


The budget "will enable the city to 


continue and, in some cases, expand 
services without seeking additional 
revenue in the form of additional tax- 
ation," Aid. William Masloske, fi- 
nance committee chairman, said. 


CITY FEES, fines and licenses are 


expected to funnel about $355,773 into 
the budget. 


The rest is gathered from state in- 


come and sales taxes, motor fuel 
taxes, federal revenue sharing funds 


Dist. 59 takes first 
step toivards referendum 


The first step toward a possible tax 


Increase referendum has been taken 
by the Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59 
Board of Education. 


Meeting as a budget committee, 


five of the seven board members last 
week said they wanted the adminis- 
tration to prepare a list of reasons 
why an increase in taxes In needed. 


Formal direction to do so, however, 


must come at a board of education 
meeting. 


The need for a referendum has been 


sparked by administration projections 
for a 1978-79 budget deficit that would 
leave the district unable to meet its 
payroll. 


The only alternative to a referen- 


dum Is budget cuts, and while the 
committee has been studying this op- 
tion, it has not found much to cut 
from the district's $16.5 million budg- 
et. 


SOME BOARD members say they 


believe a referendum is long overdue, 
while others say they won't support a 
referendum until the budget is cut. 


"We made $750,000 in cuts last year 


and the only things left are the bread 
and butter," board member Judith 
Zanca said. "We have demonstrated 
fiscal responsibility and good manage- 
ment by cutting what we could and 
now we have to give the people an 
opportunity to support the kind of 
educational program they want for 
their children." 


At the tune of the Elk Grove Town- 


ship unit school district question, 
people on both sides agreed that Dist. 
50 residents don't tax themselves to 
the level needed to support the educa- 
tional program, she said. 


With a tax rate of $2.53 per $100 


equalized assessed valuation, Dist. 59 
has one of the lowest tax rates in the 
Northwest suburbs, Mrs. Zanca said. 


"We need a referendum and I think 


the people will support it," she said. 


BOARD PRES. Harold Harvey, 


however, said he does not believe the 
community will pass a referendum 
because of the district's fiscal irres- 
ponsibility and bad management. 


and a $346,000 federal grant for road 
improvements. 


Before the city's incorporation Jan. 


31, 1977, proponents promised no new 
city taxes would be levied. Last 
year's budget of $399,572 also was fun- 
ded primarily by existing state taxes. 


Masloske earlier said he expects the 


city this year to spend only about 
$150,000 more than last year's budget. 


The rest of the money has been set 


aside for the future purchase of a city 
hall site, $215,000; possible replace- 
ment of the Maple Street Bridge, 
$120,000; and surplus funds for city 
departments, $25,231. 


The Briar Lake apartment project 


was approved Monday after months of 
haggling over the density. Lee and 
Richard Fanslow finally reduced den- 
sity from 360 apartments to 239. 


THE PROJECT will be conslructed 


on 15.1 acres, just west of Willow 
Park Shopping Center, Milwaukee 
and Palatine roads. 


The 239 figure will conform with the 


city's proposed zoning commission. 
The council in January placed a mo- 
ratorium on all building that would 
conflict with the proposed code until it 
is passed and a zoning board of ap- 
peals is set up. 


The code is expected to be passed 


by the council late in July. 


Although the Fanslows agreed to re- 


duce the number of apartments, Rich- 
ard Fanslow promised to return after 
passage of the code to request a vari- 
ance allowing construction of up to 
161 more apartments.

Panther trial charges dismissed

A federal judge, faced with a jury 


deadlocked for nearly 35 hours, Mon- 
day dismissed charges against seven 
police officers in the 1969 slaying of 
two Black Panthers in a predawn 
raid. 


Senior U.S. District Judge Joseph 


Sam Perry issued his decision when 
the jury, which began deliberations 
Friday morning, declared itself dead- 
locked following one of the longest 


trials ii) federal court history; 


Proceedings in th $47.7 million civil 


rights trial took 320 days during an 18- 
month period. 


The plaintiffs "have failed to sus- 


tain a version of proof in every 
claim," the 80-year-old judge told a 
courtroom packed with about 120 per- 
sons in announcing his decision to 
grant the defense motion for dis- 
missal. 


ATTORNEYS FOR the plaintiffs - 


the families of Black Panther leaders 
Fred Hampton and Mark Clark — 
said immediately they will appeal. 


Jeffrey H. Haas, 34, one of the two 


plaintiffs' attorneys, said he was "ab- 
solutely stunned" by the decision.- 


"It's clear he (Perry) is part of the 


coverup of the murders of Fred Ham- 
pton and Mark Clark," Haas said. "I 
think the people will be outraged by 
this. We saw $2 million of city and 
county money and millions of federal 


money spent to continue the cov- 
erup." 


The officers were among a police 


task force, authorized by the state's 
attorney, which burst into a Panther 
headquarters on the night of Dec. 4, 
1969. 


Authorities at first maintained they 


engaged in a gun battle with the Pan- 
thers. Later investigation indicated 
only one Panther shot was fired — by

Austerity RTA budget likely to cut 1 route

The Northwest suburbs will lose at 


least one major bus route and several 
proposed routes under an austerity 
budget proposed Monday by the Re- 
gional Transportation Authority. 


The new Des Plnines to Woodfield 


route, started Sunday, would'be one 
casualty of the belt-tightening. Four 
proposed routes for the Northwest 
suburbs 
would be eliminated, as 


would the expansion of the present 
Wheeling and Buffalo Grove service, 


Schaumburg's proposed dial-a-ride 


and subscription bus service, to be 
funded by a federal grant, also would 
be cut because the austerity budget 
provides no matching funds for the 
program. 


RTA 
BOARD members 
Monday 


said there1 is little hope of avoiding the 
austerity budget, which was drafted 
because of a stalemate over the impo- 
sition of a 5 per cent gasoline tax in 
the six-county area. 


the $176.6 million budget cuts $55.5 


million from RTA spending, reducing 


subsidies to bus lines, commuter rail- 
roads and the CTA by 11.79 per cent. 


Joseph DeJohn, executive director 


of the North Suburban Mass Transit 
District, said such a cut may also 
mean the elimination of some local 
Des Plaines bus routes. Fare hikes 
also may be considered. 


"It would mean some service cut- 


back and would be most definitely on 
the lowest density routes," DiJohn 
said. "That would probably be the 
Des Plaines locals." 


BOARD MEMBERS said they will 


vote Friday, either for a gas tax or 
the austerity budget. City members 
said they hope a suburban member 
joins them in voting for the gas tax, 
but suburbanites say they plan to 
stand firm. 


"There is no way in the world I 


would vote for a flat gas tax," said 
Gene Leonard of Oak Forest, noting It 
would have the greatest impact on the 
suburbs that now have the least ser- 
vice. 


Suburban members favor a differ- 


ential gas tax, with some counties 
being charged a higher rate than oth- 
ers. Chicago board members, how- 
ever, say the differential tax is illegal 
and won't work> for legislation in 
Springfield to make it'legal. 


"I DON'T SEE any reason that Chi- 


cago should pay a 5 per cent gas tax 
while people from the wealthy areas 
pay a 1 per cent tax," said Chicago 
member Patrick O'Malley.

Law Enforcement Commission, the Il- 
linois Dept. of Local Governmental 
Affairs and the Northwest Municipal 
Conference. 


The police study committee recom- 


mended in March that the township 
study the hiring of additional police 
for the unincorporated areas of Pala- 
tine Township. 


THE TOWNSHIP based its recom- 


mendation on a survey of township 
residents who indicated they are not 
satisfied with the amount of time it 
takes Cook County Police to respond 
to calls. Residents also indicated they 
are not satisfied with the "visibility" 
of police in the unincorporated areas. 


About 10 per cent of the 9,000 mail 


surveys were returned, with about 70 
per cent of the respondents Indicating 
they are willing to pay additional 
taxes of up to $10 per $10,000 of as- 
sessed valuation to hire more police.

Van pools solve commuters' headaches

When Zenith Radio Corp. decided to 


move its offices to Glenview, Karl 
Wossidlo didn't like the idea. 


In more than 17 years as a research 


engineer with the firm, he had grown 
accustomed to the headquarters at 
1900 N. Austin In Chicago. 


And he had always gotten there by 


train. 


He lives in unincorporated area of 


Schaumburg Township, his wife works 
and they are a one-car family. 


They'd leave the house at 6:30 a.m., 


and she'd drop him off at the Mil- 
waukee Road station in Roselle where 
he'd board the 7 a.m. train to Chi- 
cago. 


BUT THE MILWAUKEE Road has 


no trains running to Glenview. 


In [act, there was no public trans- 


portation at all to take him to Zenith's 
new offices, at least not without mak- 
ing three or four costly and time-con- 
suming connections. 


So Wossidlo figured that if he was 


going to stay with Zenith he would 
have to buy a second car. 


In the end, he didn't have to. 
The reason is van pooling. About 100 


firms across the country have gotten 
into the program during the past two 
years. Zenith is one of them. 


IN THE SCHAUMBURG area, a 


n u m b e r of businesses are in- 
vestigating the possibilities of van 
pooling; many are expected to put 
vans on the road this fall. 


If they are looking for encour- 


agement, they have only to look as far 
as Glenview and Zenith. 


"I think we were surprised at how 


fast it grew," says Patti Czerkies, 
who administers the program. "Van 
programs are going to be booming all 
over. It's a future trend." 


When Zenith decided to change loca- 


tions, says Jack Bucale, employe rela- 
tions manager, it boiled down to a 
question of seeing many of the firm's 
employes quit or of providing a 
means of transportation for them. 


ABOUT 1,200 employes were shifted 


to Glenview, but Bucalo says the firm 
was most concerned about the 500 
clerical and secretarial 
employes 


who, because 
of limited 
income, 


needed an economical way of getting 
to work. 


The first van that pulled out the last 


week in September had four people on 
11, Mrs. Czerkies recalls. 


Now, less than a year later, the firm 


has nine leased vans with 92 riders. A 
quarter of them are professional em- 
ployes; the rest are non-professionals. 


The program, Mrs. Czerkies esti- 


mates, had taken 50 cars off the road 
by February and saved more than 
20,000 gallons of gas. But those were 
secondary considerations. 


It is of more importance to Zenith, 


Mrs. Czerkies sayd, that employe mo- 
rale has been bolstered. A survey of 
van riders indicates a fifth of them 
would have found another job rather 
than work In Glenview if'it hadn't 
been for the vans. 


ONE OF THE nine vans is routed to 


the Schaumburg area. The 12-passen- 
ger van is the only one operating 
w i t h o u t meeting Zenith's 9-rider 
quota. It has seven regular passen- 


Firm can require lie detector tests 


Employes of International Products 


and Manufacturing, 200 E. Daniels 
Rd,, Palatine, can be required to take 
lie detector tests, a Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court judge ruled Monday. 


Judge Nathan M. Cohen said the 


tests are not an invasion of privacy, 
as Local 1114 of the United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers Union • 
had contended when it asked for an in- 
junction against the tests June 1. 


The company conducted the pol- 


ygraph tests in an effort to determine 
who was responsible for starting fires 
at the plant in April and May. The 
tests included personal questions to 
which the union objected. 


JUDGE COHEN ruled the tests 


were not an invasion of privacy be- 
cause the person being quizzed could 


refuse to answer questions that were 
too personal. 


Peter R. Meyers, attorney for the 


union, said he told the judge that re- 
fusing to answer questions probably 
would lead to the dismissal of the em- 
ploye. 


Cohen said that because the union 


does not have a contract with IPM, 
the company is not required to show 
"just cause" for firing an employe. 


The production and maintenance 


employes of the plant joined the union 
in 1976, but they have not worked out 
a contract with the company. 


FRANK E. Peters Jr., IPM adminis- 


trative assistant, said he could not 
predict if the company would resume 
the lie detector tests. IPM voluntarily 
agreed to stop the tests pending Mon- 
day's decision. Nine of the company's 


approximately 600 employes had been 
given the tests before they were 
stopped, Peters said, 


Peters said he will check on an in- 


vestigation of two men who were 
brought in by Palatine police for 
questioning on the fires before making 
a decision on whether the tests should 
continue. 


Peters also said he did not know 


what would happen to employes who 
refuse to-answer questions during lie 
detector tests because "it has never 
come up." 


The union had objected to questions 


such as "Do you believe in God," and 
"Have you ever been arrested," dur- 
ing the polygraph tests, Meyers said. 


MEYERS SAID he did not know 


whether the union would appeal the 
judge's ruling. 


Two fires were started at the plant 


during the two-month period. One of 
the fires was small, Peters said, but 
the other caused "considerable dam- 
age." 


Peters has said he believes the fires 


are not related to a raid by U.S. Dept. 
of Immigration officials on the plant 
May 26, the day before the second 
fire. About 30 employes were seized 
by immigration officials and fired by 
the company following the raid. • 


Peters said other raids have been 


made at the plant in the past, but 
they have not been followed by fires. 
He said about 30 per cent of IPM's 
estimated 600 employes are Spanish- 
speaking.

Psychotherapist seeks subsidy

Schaumburg 
psychotherapist 


wants township officials to subsidize 
her fees for those who want her ser- 
vices but are unable to afford them. 


Dr. Vivian Skolnick is the director 


of the Illinois Center for Human 
Growth and Psychotherapy Inc., 120 
W. Golf Rd., where clients pay as 
much as $40 for counseling and hyp- 
nosis to lose weight, stop smoking and 
solve child-rearing problems or marit- 
al disputes. 


"Too many persons get the idea 


that psychotherapy and hypnosis are 
hobbies for the rich," she says. 
"Many of the problems in the commu- 
nity, such as juvenile delinquency, 
have their roots in the family. If we 
could get a subsidy, more families 
could afford our services and many of 
the problems could gradually be 
erased." 


SHE SAYS SHE plans to ask town- 


ship officials to establish a sliding fee 
scale based on each client's income 
and to use township funds to make up 
the difference between her normal fee 
and what the client can afford. 


"If I could get enough funds, per- 


sons would be able to pay according 
to need," she explains. "For example, 
If a person seeks our treatment but 
can pay only $3 of the bill, we could 
depend on the subsidies to cover the 


rest." 


During psychotherapy, she says, "I 


try to probe my client's mind to get to 
the root of the problem. The ultimate 
goal of psychotherapy is to break 
down a person's defenses so that the 
problem can be eliminated." 


A client who is "unusually tense" 


may be hypnotized, she says.

Panther trial charges dismissed

A federal judge, faced with a jury 


deadlocked for nearly 35 hours, Mon- 
day dismissed charges against seven 
police officers in the 1969 slaying of 
two Black Panthers in a predawn 
raid, 


Senior U S District Judge Joseph 


Sam Perry issued his decision when 
the jury, which began deliberations 
Friday morning, declared iLself dead- 
locked following one of the longest 


trials in federal court history. 


Proceedings in th $47 7 million civil 


rights trial took 320 days during an 18- 
month period. 


The plaintiffs "have failed to sus- 


tain a version of proof in every 
claim," the 80-year-old judge told a 
courtroom packed with about 120 per- 
sons in announcing his decision to 
grant the defense motion for dis- 
missal. 


ATTORNEYS FOR the plaintiffs — 


the families of Black Panther leaders 
Fred Hampton and Mark Clark — 
said immediately they will appeal 


Jeffrey H. Haas, 34, one aS the two 


plaintiffs' attorneys, said he was "ab- 
solutely stunned" by the decision, 


"It's clear he (Perry) is part of the 


coverup of the murders of Fred Ham- 
pton and Mark Clark," Haas said "I 
think the people will be outraged by 
this. We saw $2 million of city and 
county money and millions of federal 


money spent to continue the cov- 
erup." 


The officers wefe among a police 


task force, authorized by the state's 
attorney, which burst into a Panther 
headquarters on the night of Dec. 4, 
1969. 


Authorities at first maintained they 


engaged in a gun battle with the Pan- 
thers. Later investigation indicated 
only one Panther shot was fired — by

Village to enforce flood plain building ban 


Palatine 
officials 
Monday night 


vowed to continue their efforts to re- 
duce flooding problems in the village 
by adhering to a strict interpretation 
of the three-year-old ordinance ban- 
ning all construction in the flood 
plain. 


The flood and water committee, 


meeting jointly with the citizens flood 
and clean streams committee, voted 
to recommend to the village board 
thiit it continue to enforce strictly the 


provisions of the flood plain ordi- 
nance. 


The discussion was prompted by re- 


cent proposals from developers to fill 
flood plain land and provide storage 
for water equal to the amount of fill 
to enable construction on flood plain 
land. 


THE 
FLOOD PLAIN 
ordinance, 


passed three years ago, prohibits all 
structural building on land designated 
as flood prone on the U.S. Geological 


Survey map The ordinance, however, 
provides that flood plain land can be 
filled if a petitioner seeks a special- 
use permit and it is granted by the 
village board. 


Owners of 10 acres of flood plain 


land on Quentin Road north of Gilbert 
Street have asked the board for a spe- 
cial use to fill the land and raise it 
above the .flood elevation. The devel- 
opers said that once the land is filled, 
it is no longer in the flood plain and 
can be built on provided other flood 


requirements, such as providing com- 
pensatory storage, are met. 


Village Atty. Everette M. Hill, in an 


opinion received Monday, confirmed 
the developers' interpretation of the 
ordinance. Hill said, technically, land

in the flood plain is clear and the 
measure does not provide for special- 
use construction on flood prone land.

'Security service' for police chief alleged

The development Is proposed for 
three acres on the west side of Plum 
Grove Road south of Illinois Avenue 
and will include 22 townhouses and 
three single-family homes. 


Residents In the area are opposed to 


the project because they say it is im- 
proper use of the land and would 
"sandwich" them between two' large 
developments, including existing con- 
dominiums to the south and the pro- 
posed townhouse development to the 
north. 


DEVELOPERS OF the proposed 


project are scheduled to appear be- 
fore the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals Friday to seek rezoning of 
the three-acre site from R-5 single- 
family to R-6 multi-family. 


Harwig said because of the public 


hearing mixup, the village w ihlavle 
hearing mixup, the village will have 
pre-annexation agreement is invalid.

and scheduled. 


The earliest the village board can 


have a public hearing is July 25 be- 
cause the hearing must be advertised 
between 15 and 30 days in advance, 
Harwig said.

Judge says company can 
order lie detector tests 


Employes of International Products 


and Manufacturing, 200 E. Daniels 
Rd., Palatine, can be required to take 
lie detector tests, a Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court judge ruled Monday. 


Judge Nathan M. Cohen said the 


tests are not an invasion of privacy, 
as Local 1114 of the United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers Union 
had contended when it asked for an in- 
junction against the tests June 1. 


The company conducted the pol- 


ygraph tests in an effort to determine 
who was responsible for starting fires 
at the plant in April and May. The 
tests included personal questions to 
which the union objected. 


JUDGE COHEN ruled the ( tests 


were not an invasion of privacy be- 
cause the person being quizzed could 
refuse to answer questions that were 
too personal. 


Peter R. Meyers, attorney for the 


union, said he told the judge that re- 
fusing to answer questions probably 
would lead to the dismissal of the em- 
ploye. 


Cohen said that because' the union 


does not have a contract with IPM, 
the company is not required to show 
"just cause" for firing an employe. 


The production and 
maintenance 


employes of the plant joined the union 
in, 1976, but they have not worked out 
a contract with the company. 


FRANK E. Peters Jr., IPM adminis- 


trative assistant, said he could not 
predict if the company would resume 
the lie detector tests. IPM voluntarily 
agreed to stop the tests pending Mon- 
day's decision. Nine of the company's 


approximately 600 employes had been 
given the tests before they were 
stopped, Peters said. 


Peters said he will check on an in- 


vestigation of two men who were 
brought in by Palatine police for 
questioning on the fires before making 
a decision on whether the tests should 
continue. 


Peters also said he did not know 


what would happen to employes who 
refuse to answer questions during lie 
detector tests because "it has never 
come up." 


The union had objected to questions 


such as "Do you believe in God," and 
"Have you ever been arrested," dur- 
ing the polygraph tests, Meyers said. 


MEYERS SAID he did not know 


whether the union would appeal the 
judge's ruling. 


Two fires were started at the plant 


during the two-month period. One of 
the fires was small, Peters said, but 
the other caused "considerable dam- 
age." 


Peters has said he believes the fires 


are not related to a raid by U.S. Dept. 
of Immigration officials on the plant 
May 26, the day before the second 
fire. About 30 employes were seized 
by immigration officials and fired by 
the company following the raid. 


Peters said other raids have been 


made at the plant in the past, but 
they have not been followed by fires. 
He said about 30 per cent of IPM's 
estimated 600 employes are Spanish- 
speaking.

Panther trial charges dismissed 


by ROBERT MACKAY 


A federal judge, faced with a jury 


deadlocked for nearly 35 hours, Mon- 
day dismissed charges against seven 
police officers in the 1969 slaying of 
two Black Panthers in a predawn 
raid. 


Senior U.S. District Judge Joseph 


Sam Perry issued his decision when 
the jury, which began deliberations 
Friday morning, declared itself dead- 
locked following one of the longest 


trials in federal court history. 


Proceedings in th $47.7 million civil 


rights trial took 320 days during an 18- 
month period. 


The plaintiffs "have failed to sus- 


tain a version of proof in every 
claim," the 80-year-old judge told a 
courtroom packed with about 120 per- 
sons in announcing his decision to 
grant the defense motion for dis- 
missal. 


ATTORNEYS FOR the plaintiffs - 


the families of Black Panther leaders 
Fred Hampton and Mark Clark — 
said immediately they will appeal. 


Jeffrey H. Haas, 34, one of the two 


plaintiffs' attorneys, said he was "ab- 
solutely stunned" by the decision. 


"It's clear he (Perry) is part of the 


coverup of the murders of Fred Ham- 
pton and Mark Clark," Haas said. "I 
think the people will be outraged by 
this. We saw $2 million of city and 
county money and millions of federal 


money spent to continue the cov- 
erup." 


The officers were among a police 


task force, authorized by the state's 
attorney, which burst into a Panther 
headquarters on the night of Dec. 4, 
1969. 


Authorities at first maintained they 


engaged in a gun battle with the Pan- 
thers. Later investigation indicated 
only one Panther shot was fired — by

Zanca demands apology 
Kucharski upholds Dist. 59 charges 


Despite demands for a public apolo- 


gy, Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
Board of Education member Paul 
Kucharski is standing by charges of 
wrongdoing he made against four dis- 
trict officials in May, 1976. 


Board member Judith Zanca Mon- 


day night demanded that Kucharski 
apologize for his accusations that she,

private deals, destroyed tapes and ac- 
ted inappropriately as public 
offi- 


cials." 


In a 14-page statement last spring, 


Kucharski charged that the four mis- 
informed the board and withheld in- 
formation about the process of peti- 
tioning for the formation of a unit 
school district. 


"The matter has been turned over 


to the state's attorney's office and is 
out of my hands," Kucharski said 
Monday. "I' have no further com- 
ment." 


MRS. ZANCA SAID she talked to 


several persons at the state's attorney 
office and found no one who knows of 
Kucharski or his charges. 


"If you're wrong, you ought to be 


man enough to say you are sorry," 
Bahnmaier said. "Put up or shut up." 
. Kucharski responded that he did not 


think he was wrong but declined to 
offer proof of his allegations. 


Mrs. Zanca contended that Kuch- 


arski last month promised in the pres- 
ence of the full board to publicly 
apologize for -his accusations but 
Kucharski denied this was so. 


"I said I would have a statement 


but I did not say I would have a state- 
ment of apology," he said. 


Mrs. Zanca said she has waited for 


more than a year for proof of the alle- 
gations and has received none. 


"All I am asking of you, Mr. Kuch- 


arski, is that you clear the record and 
apologize to parties involved,"

said. "You have stated numerous 
times you want to be held accountable 
to the community, now is the time you 
ought to be accountable for your reck- 
less charges which have no basis of 
fact." 


"No comment," Kucharski replied.

wood, said he gave police a key to the 
building and asked them If they would 
patrol the inside of the building after 
several instances of teen-age van- 
dalism. The police returned the key 
"about two weeks ago," he said. 


Case denied the men were ordered 


to patrol every floor of the building. 
He said they only were instructed to 
look inside the front entrance where 
mailboxes had been vandalized. 


But one of the patrolmen said he 


knew nothing about the mailboxes. 
Complaints involving the mail gener- 
ally are turned over to federal postal 
inspectors, he said. 


There were reports of vandalism at 


Brookwood, Green acknowledged, but 
"not.more than any place else."

Evans while Case was recovering 
from a knee operation. He said he did 
not know the men had keys until he 
came back from a vacation two weeks 
ago.

Van pools solve commuter crises

When Zenith Radio Corp. decided to 


move its offices to Glenview, Karl 
Wossidlo didn't like the idea. 


In more than 17 years as a research 


engineer with the firm, he had grown 
accustomed to the headquarters at 
1300 N. Austin in Chicago. 


And he had always gotten there by 


(rain. 


He lives in unincorporated area of 


Schaumburg Township, his wife works 
and they are a one-car family 


They'd leave the house at 6:30 a m , 


and she'd drop him off at the Mil- 
waukee Road station in Roselle where 
he'd board the 7 a.m. train to Chi- 
cago. 


BUT THE MILWAUKEE Road has 


no trains running to Glenview. 


In fact, there was no public trans- 


portation at all to take him to Zenith's 
new offices, at least not without mak- 
ing three or four costly and time-con- 
suming connections. 


So Wossidlo figured that if he was 


going to stay with Zenith he would 
have to buy a second car. 


In the end, he didn't have to 
The reason is van pooling About 100 


(irms across the country have gotten 
into the program during the past two 
years. Zenith is one of them. 


If*. THE SCHAUMBURG area, a 


n u m b e r 
of businesses 
are in- 


vestigating the possibilities of van 
pooling, many are expected to put 
vans on the road this fall. 


If they are looking for encour- 


agement, they have only to look as far 
as Glenvtew and Zenith. 


"I think we were surprised at how 


fast it grew," says Patti Czerkies, 
who administers the program. "Van 
programs are going to be booming all 
over. It's a future trend." 


When Zenith decided to change loca- 


tions, says Jack Bucale, employe rela- 
tions manager. It boiled down to a 
question of seeing many of the firm's 
employes quit or of providing a 
means of transportation for them 


ABOUT 1,200 employes were shifted 


to Glenview, but Bucalo says the firm

Rider Joanne Haliotis of Schaum- 


burg prefers the van pool to the train 
she used to lidc into Chicago because 
she used to have to ride to the station. 
Now, she adds, the van picks her up 
at her home and drops her off at the 
door to Zenith's office. 


"It's a lot more convenient, and I 


don't have to worry about driving all 
that way," she says. "It's nice; we 
chat." 


WOSSIDLO CRAWLS into the win- 


dow seat in the third row. He always 
sits there. He takes out his afternoon 
paper and begins working oa the 
crossword puzzle. 


"I usually have the crossword done 


by the time we got to Randhurst," he 
says. 


The van pulls out. The ride is 


bumpy. So it waits to get out of the 
entrance to the office complex, one of 
the passengers yells out the window to 
a woman driving next to the van. 


There is some casual conversation. 


It can get fairly animated at times, 
Wossidlo says. 


"AND SOMETIMES, it's very quiet, 


and nobody says a peep," he adds. 


They tall: a little bit about the van 


program as the vehicle heads west on 
Euclid into the bright sun A couple of 
times, there has been a problem get- 
ting the van started.

Dist. 59 takes first 
step towards referendum 


Dist. 54 seeks funds for language class 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 will 


begin a new multicultural program in 
1977-78 if the state approves a $50,000 
grant requested by the board of edu- 
cation. 


The purpose of the program is to 


help children who do not speak Eng- 
lish learn the language quickly so 
they can participate in regular class- 
room activities in schools. 


The district presently offers multi- 


cultural tutoring on a limited basis at 
most of its 28 schools. 


The proposal will request $50,000 in 


funds to cover one bilingual teacher, 


nine aides with special language 
skills, transportation and some teach- 
er travel costs, said Ellie Thorsen, as- 
sistant superintendent of curriculum. 


If the district receives state funds 


for the program, it will be the first 
time Dist 54 has been reimbursed, 
she said. 


"We started our multi-cultural pro- 


gram before state funding was avail- 
able because we had so many kids 
without English language," she said. 
"We couldn't get funding before be- 
cause it was only available for new 
multi-cultural programs." 


The first step toward a possible tax 


increase referendum has been taken 
by the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
Board of Education. 


Meeting as a budget committee, 


five of the seven board members last 
week said they wanted the adminis- 
tration to prepare a list of reasons 
why an increase in taxes in needed.

Lie detector 
exams can be 
given: judge 


Employes of International Products 


and Manufacturing, 200 E. Daniels 
Rd., Palatine, can be required to take 
lie detector tests, a Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court judge ruled Monday. 


Judge Nathan M. Cohen said the 


tests are not an invasion of privacy, 
as Local 1114 of the United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers Union 
had contended when it asked for an in- 
junction against the tests June 1. 


The company conducted the pol- 


ygraph tests in an effort to determine 
who was responsible for starting fires 
at the plant in April and May. The 
tests included personal questions to 
which the union objected 


JUDGE COHEN ruled the tests 


were not an invasion of privacy be- 
cause the person being quizzed could 
refuse to answer questions that were 
too personal 


Peter R Meyers, attorney for the 


union, said he told the judge that re- 
fusing to answer questions probably 
would lead to the dismissal of the em- 
ploye. 


Cohen said that because the union 


does not have a contract with IPM, 
the company is not required to show 
"just cause" for firing an employe. 


The production and maintenance 


employes of the plant joined the union 
in 1976, but they have not worked out 
a contract with the company. 


FRANK E. Peters Jr , IPM adminis- 


trative assistant, said he could not 
predict if the company would resume 
the he detector tests. IPM voluntarily 
agreed to stop the tests pending Mon- 
day's decision. Nine of the company's 
approximately 600 employes had been 
given the tests before they were 
stopped, Peters said. 


Peters said he will check on an in- 


vestigation of two men who were 
brought m by Palatine police for 
questioning on the fires before making 
a decision on whether the tests should 
continue. 


Peters also said- he did not know 


what would happen to employes who 
refuse to answer questions during lie 
detector tests because "it has never 
come up." 


The union had objected to questions

MEYERS SATO he did not know 


whether the union would appeal the 
judge's ruling.

Today Patricia Columbo is 21. 
For her, today is a day of loneli-

She was born June SI, 1956, to 


Frank and Mary Columbo. She was 
their first child. She was a beautiful 
daughter, whom they loved and che- 
rished. 


Today, Miss Columbo is alone. She 


is being tried for killing her parents, 
and her 13-year-old brother, Michael, 
of Elk Grove Village. 


PROSECUTORS CALL her a cold- 


blooded murderess, a femme fatale 
who used sex to wrap men around her 
little finger. 


They say she used her beautiful 


body to entice two would-be "hit 
men" to murder her family. When 
those men refused, she enlisted her 
lover, Frank DeLuca, 39, to carry out 
the slayings, prosecutors say. 


And, the state says, he did it while 


Miss Columbo looked on. 


Together, she and DeLuca sit in 


court. She listens attentively; her 
large round eyes growing larger and 
rounder 
when particularly vicious 


things are said about her. 


MYRTIS PETERSEN, of North Au- 


gusta, S.C., and Carolyn Tygrett, of 
Cary, regard Miss Columbo 
differ- 


ently from others in court. They are 
Mary Columbo's sisters. 


"When she turns her head, a certain

"Pat was the sweetest girl you 
could 'meet,." they often say. "If we 
only really knew what happened."

She sees a 
priest once a week. He gives her the 
spiritual strength, she needs to survive 
another week in court.

Panther trial charges dismissed

A federal judge, faced with a jury 


deadlocked for nearly 35 hours, Mon- 
day dismissed charges against seven 
police officers in the 1969 slaying of 
two Black Panthers, in a predawn 
raid. 


Senior U.S. District Judge Joseph 


Sam Perry issued his decision when 
the jury, which began deliberations 
Friday morning, declared itself dead- 
locked following one of the longest 


trials in federal court history. 


Proceedings in th $47.7 million civil 


rights trial took 320 days during an 18- 
month period. 


The plaintiffs "have failed to sus- 


tain, a version of proof in every 
claim," the 80-year-old judge told a 
courtroom packed with about 120 per- 
sons in announcing his decision to 
grant the defense motion for dis- 
missal. 


ATTORNEYS FOR the plaintiffs - 


the families of Black Panther leaders 
Fred Hampton and Mark dark — 
said immediately they will appeal. 


Jeffrey H. Haas, 34; one o{ the two 


plaintiffs' attorneys,- said he was "ab- 
solutely stunned" by the decision. 


"It's clear he (Perry) is part of the 


coverup of the murders of Fred Ham- 
pton and Mark Clark," Haas said. "I 
think the people will be outraged by 
this. We saw $2 million of city and 
county money and millions of federal 


money spent to continue the cov- 
erup," 


The officers were among a' police 


task force, authorized by the state's 
attorney, which burst into a Panther 
headquarters on the night of Dec. 4, 
1969.

Owners need to iind developer: report 


Combined effort on town center urged 


Buffalo Grove's proposed town cenr 


ter should be developed by private 
property owners coordinating their ef- 
forts to find a developer for the 80- 
acre site, a report from the village 
town center committee says. 


"However, time is of the essence 


and progress must be monitored by 
the village. Should progress break 
down on private development the vil- 
lage must "take alternative action," 
according to the report. 


Such action might include a feasibil- 


ity study on the village's purchase of 
a mdnimum of 25 acres within the cen- 
ter, bounded by Buffalo Grove Road, 
the new Lake-Cook Road and 111. Rte 
83. 


UPON RECEIVING the report, the 


village board voted Monday to extend 
the life of the town center committee 
90 days to monitor progress made by 
property owners -in attracting devel- 
opers to the center. The town center 


committee was formed a month ago 
to investigate what could be done to 
develop the proposed center. 


Two private developers have said it 


is feasible to develop either the entire 
center or a large portion of it if the 
owners within the center could coordi- 
nate their efforts regarding the sale of 
their property, said Trustee Howard 
Keister, who chairs the town center 
committee. 


The village's role in developing the 


center should include the estab- 
lishment of a new zoning district, and 
a decision on which public uses, such 
as.a library, or post office, should be 
contained in the area, the report 
states. 


KEISTER SAID IF a large enough 


tract of land were to be developed by 
a single developer the village prob- 
ably would not have to pay any of the 


costs of putting water and sewer pipes 
in. 


"I think 55 acres could easily be 


combined here," Keister said. Proper- 
ty owner Francis Callaghan has been 
trying to combine individual property 
holdings into one package that could 
be presented to a single developer. 


"If combined, speedy action should 


be taken, on any petition for annexa- 
tion, zoning and development plans," 
the report says.

security service" for the police chief.

Charles 
Green, who relayed Palmer's order to 
the police department, described the 
checks as "more than what we were 
doing at other complexes." 


Two patrolmen, who asked to re- 


main anonymous, said they were giv- 
en keys to one Brookwood building in 
February and were ordered to walk 
each floor three times each day. 


The keys fit only the building where 


Case took an apartment, the patrol- 
men said, and they do not have keys 
to any other apartment complex. 


PALMER LOOKED into the matter 


fit the request of Aid, William Ahrens, 
2nd. wno said he wanted to know why 
the patrolmen were "making private 
security checks" at Brookwood, Kir- 
choff and Hicks roads. 


But Case said the policing was a 


normal response to complaints of van- 
dalism. He said he stopped the checks

"He (Ahrens) is trying to say be-

Ahrens said if the "private police 


service" begins again he will take the 
matter to the city council. 


TED TIFFANY, manager of Brook- 


wood, said he gave police a key to the 
building and asked them if they would 
patrol the inside of the building after 
several instances of teen-age van- 
dalism. The police returned the key 
"about two weeks ago," he said. 


Case denied the men were ordered 


to patrol every floor of the building. 
He said they only were instructed to 
look inside the front entrance where 
mailboxes had been vandalized. 


But one of the patrolmen said he 


knew nothing about the mailboxes. 
Complaints involving the mail gener- 
ally are turned over to federal postal 
inspectors, he said. 


There were reports of vandalism at 


Brookwood, Green acknowledged, but 
"not more than any place else," 


Case said the order to enter the

Evans while Case was recovering 
from a knee operation. He said he did 
not know the men had keys until he 
came back from a vacation two weeks

Evans declined comment, but Green

The workers, members of the Inde- 


pendent Chicago Truck Drivers' Help- 
ers and Warehouse Workers Union, 
are demanding pay increases, hospi- 
tal Insurance for dependents and long- 
er working hours per week, said 
Thomas Yerman, a forklift operator. 


Bob Nowak, chief negotiator for the 


union, would not reveal the salary 
being sought In the talks, saying the 
Item Is "negotiable." 


The firm handles stereo and tele- 


vision parts for Sears, Roebuck and 
Co. 


"Workers here are making an aver- 


age of about $3,50 an hour now," Yer- 
man said. "We are looking for a sub- 
stantial Increase." 


YERMAN SAID THE union also is 


demanding that the company pay for 
"at least half" the $18 a month cost of 
hospital insurance for workers' de- 
pendents. Workers now pay the entire 
Cost of the insurance. 


The final Issue is hours. Yerman 


said Fidelitone's last offer 
would 


guarantee only for 20 hours of work a 
week.

Hiram A, Prince, Fidelitone vice 


president, said the company's last of-

Judge says company can 
order lie detector tests 


Employes of International Products 


and Manufacturing, 200 E, Daniels 
Rd., Palatine, can be required to take 
lie detector tests, a Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court judge ruled Monday. 


Judge Nathan M. Cohen said the 


tests are not an invasion of privacy, 
as Local 1114 of the United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers Union 
had contended when it asked for an in- 
junction against the tests June 1. 


The company conducted the pol- 


ygraph tests in an effort to determine 
who was responsible for starting fires 
at the plant in April and May. The 
tests included personal questions vto 
which the union objected. 


JUDGE COHEN ruled the tests 


were not an invasion of privacy be- 
cause the person being quizzed could 
refuse to answer questions that were 
too personal. 


Peter R. Meyers, attorney for the 


union, said he told the judge that re- 
fusing to answer questions probably 
would lead to the dismissal of the em- 
ploye. 


Cohen said that because the union 


does not have a contract with IPM, 
the company is not required to show 
"just cause" for firing an employe. 


The production and maintenance 


employes of the plant joined the union 
in 1976, but they have not worked out 
a contract with the company. 


FRANK E. Peters Jr., IPM adminis- 


trative assistant, said he could not 
predict if the company would resume 
the lie detector tests. IPM voluntarily 
agreed to stop the tests pending Mon- 
day's decision. Nine of the company's 


approximately 600 employes had been 
given the tests before they were 
stopped, Peters said. 


Peters said he will check on an in- 


vestigation of two men who were 
brought in by Palatine police for 
questioning on the fires before making 
a decision on whether the tests should 
continue. 


Peters also said he did not know 


what would happen to employes who 
refuse to answer questions during lie 
detector tests because "it has never 
come up." 


The union had objected to questions 


such as "Do you believe in God," and 
"Have you ever been arrested," dur- 
ing the polygraph tests, Meyers said. 


MEYERS SAID he did not know 


whether the union would appeal the 
judge's ruling. 


Two fires were started at the plant 


during the two-month period. One of 
the fires was small, Peters said, but 
the other caused "considerable dam- 
age." 


Peters has said he believes the fires 


are not related to a raid by U.S. Dept. 
of Immigration officials on the plant 
May 26, the day before the second 
fire. About 30 employes were seized 
by immigration officials and fired by 
the company following the raid. 


Peters said other raids have been 


made at the plant in the past, but 
they have not been followed by fires. 
He said about 30 per cent of IPM's 
estimated 600 employes are Spanish- 
speaking.

Plaines Bicycle Patrol is the very pic- 
ture of sporting fashion. 


The eight young members of the pa- 


trol hit the streets recently in a 
well-arranged 
ensemble 
of vented 


caps, shirts, windbreakers, slacks and 
sneakers — all in matched hues of 
white and blues. 


But don't let the look deceive you. 


The men and women of the fledgling 
patrol mean business, and if they is- 
sue you a ticket, you'd better show up 
in court. 


The bike wardens, ages 18 to 23, 


started patroling Des Plaines streets 
on 10-speed bicycles Wednesday, after 
two days of training by the Des 
Plaines police. The wardens are au- 
thorized to issue warnings and sum- 
monses to offenders to appear before 
a hearing board. The board has the 
power to levy fines of up to $5 for 
each violation. 


THE 1977 CITY budget set aside 


$17,000 for this solution to bicycle 
safety problems. 


Patrolman Robert Neal, who is 


coordinating the program, said there 
were 31 bike-related accidents, in the 
city last year. 


The bike warden program was fash- 


ioned after one that started in Niles 
last year. Neal said the number of bi- 
c y c 1 e-related accidents in Niles 
dropped from 17 in the summer of 
1975 to three in the summer of 1976. 


The wardens in the Des Plaines pro- 


gram ride in groups of two, patroling 
seven seperate beats in the city. 
Thry're divided into shifts so that pa- 
trols are out from 9 a.m to 9 p.m. 
seven days per week. Each warden 
works 40 hours per week at $3 an 
hour. 


Neal said each patrol eventually 


will be equipped with two-way police 
radios, so wardens can tell police if a 


serious accident or crime occurs, or if 
they need help with an uncooperative 
bicyclist.

Gene Leonard of Oak Forest, noting it 
would have the greatest impact on the 
suburbs that now have the least ser- 
vice. 


Suburban members favor a differ-

Panther trial charges dismissed

A federal judge, faced with a jury 


deadlocked for nearly 35 hours, Mon- 
day dismissed charges against seven 
police officers in the 1969 slaying of 
two Black Panthers in a predawn 
raid. 


Senior U.S. District Judge Joseph 


Sam Perry issued his decision when 
the jury, which began deliberations 
Friday morning, declared itself dead- 
locked following one of the longest 


trials in federal court history. 


Proceedings in th $47.7 million civil 


rights trial took 320 days during an 18- 
month period.

clainV' tha 80-year-old judge told a 
courtroom packed with about 120 per- 
sons in announcing his decision to 
grant the defense motion for dis- 
missal.

Jeffrey H. Haas, 34, one of the two

BOARD MEMBERS said they will

Panther trial charges dismissed

A federal judge, faced with a jury 


deadlocked for nearly 35 hours, Mon- 
day dismissed charges against seven 
police officers in the 1969 slaying of 
two Black Panthers in a predawn 
raid. 


Senior U.S. District Judge Joseph 


Sam Perry issued his decision when 
the jury, which began deliberations 
Friday morning, declared itself dead- 
locked following one of the longest 


trials in federal court history 


Proceedings in th $47.7 million civil 


rights trial took 320 days during an 18- 
month period. 


The plaintiffs "have failed to sus- 


tain a version of proof in every 
claim," the 80-year-old judge told a 
courtroom packed with about 120 per- 
sons in announcing his decision to 
grant the defense motion for dis- 
missal. 


ATTORNEYS FOR the plaintiffs — 


the families of Black Panther leaders 
Fred Hampton and Mark Clark — 
said immediately they wiE appeal 


Jeffrey H Haas, 34, one o{ the two 


plaintiffs' attorneys, said he was "ab- 
solutely stunned" by the decision. 


"It's clear he (Perry) is part of the 


coverup of the murders of Fred Ham- 
plon and Mark Clark," Haas said. "I 
think the people will be outraged by 
this We saw $2 million of city and 
county money and millions of federal 


money spent to continue the cov- 
erup " 


The officers were among a police 


task force, authorized by the state's 
attorney, wliich burst into a Panther 
headquarters on the night of Dec. 4, 
1969 


Authorities at first maintained they

Dist. 62 OKs 
,000 reading program 


About 400 seventh and eighth gra- 


ders in Des Plaines Dlst. 62 will be- 
gin receiving special reading instruc- 
tion for the first time this fall, follow- 
ing adoption Monday night of a $58,000 
junior high reading program by the 
board of education. 


Developed by Junior high faculty 


and the administration to alleviate 
reading problems they found in about 
one fourth of the district's junior high 


students, the program will employ one 
reading specialist for each of the dis- 
trict's three junior high schools 


The reading specialists will rove 


among the low and low-average rated 
classrooms, sitting in math, science, 
social studies and language arts class- 
es once a week to help the regular 
teacher coach in the techniques of 
reading peculiar to each subject. 


The $58,000 budget includes $45,000 


for the salaries of the three reading 
coordinators, $9,500 for equipment and 
supplies and $3,500 for workshops 
which will teach the regular class- 
room teachers how to apply the read- 
ing specialists methods to their own 
work with the students. 


ASKED BY THE board why so 


many students require reading assis- 
tance, Estelle Bradley, reading and 


learning disabilities coordinator for 
the district, said "many of the stu- 
dents who will be in the program are 
below our expectations but not below 
the national norms. Many are bili- 
ngual. They come to us speaking their 
native tongue." 


Bradley and other proponents of the 


program also say there is a need for 
special junior high reading instruction 


because of the complexity of the ma- 
terial and the division of the curricu- 
lum into subject areas at the junior 
high level. 


Iri addition, they say about 150 of 


the estimated 400 students who will 
participate did not enter the district 
until second grade or later, after the 
foundation is laid for good reading 
skills.

Firm can require lie detector tests 


Employes ot International Products 


and Manufacturing, 200 E. Daniels 
Rd., Palatine, can be required to take 
lie detector tests, a Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court judge ruled Monday. 


Judge Nathan M. Cohen said the 


tests are not an invasion of privacy, 
as Local 1114 of the United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers Union 
had contended when it asked for an in- 
junction against the tests June 1. 


The company conducted the pol- 


ygraph tests in an effort to determine 
who was responsible for starting fires 
at the plant in April and May. The 
tests Included personal questions to 
which the union objected. 


JUDGE COHEN ruled the tests 


were not an Invasion of privacy be- 
cause the person being qulzied could 


refuse to answer questions that were 
too personal 


Peter R Meyers, attorney for the 


union, said he told the judge that re- 
fusing to answer questions probably 
would lead to the dismissal of the em- 
ploye. 


Cohen said that because the union 


does not have a contract with IPM, 
the company is not required to show 
"just cause" for firing an employe. 


The production and maintenance 


employes of the plant joined the union 
in 1976, but they have not worked out 
a contract with the company. 


FRANK E. Peters Jr., IPM adminis- 


trative assistant, said he could not 
predict if the company would resume 
the lie detector tests. IPM voluntarily 
agreed to stop the tests pending Mon- 
day's decision. Nine of the company's 


approximately 600 employes had been 
given the tests before they were 
stopped, Peters said 


Peters said he will check on an in- 


vestigation of two men who were 
brought in by Palatine police for 
questioning on the fires before making 
a decision on whether the tests should 
continue. 


Peters also said he did not know 


what would happen to employes who 
refuse to answer questions during lie 
detector tests because "it has never 
come up." 


The union had objected to questions 


such as "Do you believe in God," and 
"Have you ever been arrested," dur- 
ing the polygraph tests, Meyers said. 


MEYERS SAID he did not know 


whether the union would appeal the 
judge's ruling. 


Two fires were started at the plant 


during the two-month period. One of 
the fires was small, Peters said, but 
the other caused "considerable dam- 
age " 


Peters has said he believes the fires 


are not related to a raid by U.S Dept. 
of Immigration officials on the plant 
May 26, the day before the second 
fire About 30 employes were seized 
by immigration officials and fired by 
the company following the raid. 


Peters said other raids have been 


made at the plant .in the past, but 
'they have not been followed by fires. 
He said about 30 per cent of IPM's

Maybe if was the aggressive baserunning. 


Or the surprising pitching staff. Or just per- 
fect timing. 


But whatever it was that allowed the 


Arlington Heights American Legion baseball 
team to finish second in the nation last sum- 
mer, a deep-seated desire had to be part of. 
the explanation. 


And nobody felt that desire more than 


coach Lloyd Meyer. 


FROM THE 'outset of post-season play, 


Meyer spoke of how special this team was 
for him. He called it the best group he's ever 
coached, and for this reason more than any- 
thing else, he wanted good things to happen. 


But, fundamentalist that he is, Meyer could 


have expected his Arlington team, sponsor- 
ed by Bill Cook Buick, to put together the 
perfect blend of pitching, hitting and defense 
at a time when it mattered most — tourna- 
ment lime. 


"I always feel confident around tourna- 


ment lime. It usually takes that little extra 
for a team to jell," Meyer said as he got 
ready for the current season. "I knew then 
that on any given day we could compete 
with the best in the nation." 


The national tournament was probably 


Meyer's farthest concern when Arlington 
dropped four of its first five~ games during 
the regular season. But he smarted to sense 
something different with his team as it pre- 
pared to meet Logan Square for the Ninth 
District title, the first step to national com- 
petition. 


"OUR CLl'B has improved all year," he 


said at the lime. "We've peaked right now 
and that's where we wanted to be." 


But Meyer realized the possibility of Logan 


Square edging his learn out of contention, an 
event thai almost happened. 


The Lions won the opener of Ihe besl-of- 


five series 7-6. but Arlington came back with 
a 9-2 victory to keep things close. Arlington 


won the next game 5-3, Logan Square tied 
the series again with a 12-5 decision, and a 
final encounter became necessary. 


Logan Square, the only team to beat Ar- 


lington in the regular Ninth District season, 
owned a 3-2 lead going into the bottom of the 
fourth, but Arlington exploded with nine 
runs in the remaining innings to clinch the 
district crown with an 11-4 win. 


NOW THAT the first obstacle had been 


•surpassed, Meyer's pre-tourney comments 
became more significant than they had 


seemed at first. 


"If we can just get past Logan Square, if 


we can just win this tourney," he had said, 
"I have a feeling this team can go a long, 
long way. There's no telling how far this 
team can go." 


For Meyer, it was his sixth Ninth District 


championship in the last seven attempts. 


Arlington's offense continued from where 


it. had left off as the team opened the Cook 
County tournament with a 14-3 victory over 
Chicago Ridge. One day later, Meyer's team "

won 17-1 against Morton Grove, a pre-tourney 
favorite known for its hitting. Arlington 
scored nine runs in the second inning on just 
two hits to go with seven walks and three 
Morton Grove errors Bob Huber pitched 
six scoreless innings to get the win. 


KEVIN McBRIOE pitched a complete 


game the next time out as Arlington defeat- 
ed Cicero, 4-0. 


In the final game, Arlington fell behind 6-2 


against Northbrook, the host team. But they 
fought back and owned an 11-10 advantage 
in the bottom of the ninth when Northbrook 
put runners on first and third with one out. 


Meyer called on Huber, who had pitched 


six innings two days earlier. He got two 
groundouts to end Ihe game, sending Arling- 
ton lo Ihe state playoffs with a 40-8 over-all 
record. 


Before state play began in Springfield, 


Meyer was a bit reserved about his op- 
timism. 


"We may get beat, but still I have a good 


feeling about this team. 1 feel that this is a 
good team, a really good team," he said. 


IN THE first game, Arlington won 2-1 


against Granite City, which had been tabbed 
as one of the top teams in the tourney. The 
winning run was forced in by a bases-loaded 
walk in the fourth. 


Huber gained the complete-game victory 


as he struck oul 13 bailers. 


Arlington won the next two games by 7-0 


scores against Gillespie and Lombard. In 
the final game, Granile City came out of the 
losers' bracket lo play Arlington again. 


Granile City buill a 7-0 lead, bul Arlington 


scored seven runs in Ihe eighth to lie the 
game. Then Paul Marsillo bunted home the 
winning run in the bottom of Ihe 12th lo give 
Arlington an 8-7 victory and the slate title. 


It was Meyer's third slate crown wilh Ar- 


lington Legion (earns. The coach was really

beginning to feel the team's momentum at 
the time. 


WE'RE kind of relieved to win state," he 


said. "Sure, it's all gravy from now on, but 
you get momentum going and you want to 
win it all." 


The next step for Arlington was the Great 


Lakes Regional. Meyer talked about how 
impressed he was over the team's success, 
even though it had played the entire season 
without its top two pitchers. 


John Mertins was out with injuries and 


John Igrasek left the team early in the sea- 
son for full-time employment. 


Arlington was able to get more rest for its 


tired pitching staff when Michigan had to 
forfeit the regional opener because of an in- 
eligible player on its roster. 


IN THE second game, McBride worked 


nine innings for his 10th victory of the sea- 
son as Arlington won, 3-1, against Columbus, 
Ohio. Then Huber pitched a six-hit complete 
game to defeat Janesville, Wise., 1-0 with 
the help of some fine defense. Arlington 
turned over double plays in the sixth and 
seventh to help a tiring Huber. 


After a day off, Columbus came out of the 


losers' bracket to defeat Arlington 4-3, snap- 
ping a 12-game win streak. All four of the 
runs that Drolet allowed were unearned. 


That loss forced a final game between the 


same teams. Columbus was playing its 
seventh game in three days, and Arlington 
coasted to a 13-2 victory and the right to play 
in the national tournament in New Hamp- 
shire. 


Arlington opened the nationals by losing 


6-2 to Warwick, R.I. With the quick loss in 
the double-elimination tourney, Arlington 
would be eliminated for good if they lost 
another game. 


But they kept winning. 


First came the defending champion, Yak- 


ima from Washington. Arlington won, 8-1, 
with McBride pitching a complete game and 
striking out nine. 


Then Drolet pitched a five-hit 1-0 victory 


over Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 


Tony Spinelle's three-run homer then spark- 


ed Arlington to a 4-2 victory against Metairie, 
La., with Huber going the distance this time. 
A few hours later, Arlington was in the 
championship bracket when they defeated 
Warwick 5-4. 


ARLINGTON took a 3-0 lead in that game, 


Warwick tied the score and then took a 4-3 
lead in the llth. Arlington tied the game and 
eventually won in the bottom of the 13th. 


In the finals, Arlington came from three 


runs behind to defeat Santa Monica, Calif., 
4-3, as McBride picked up his 14th victory. 


The entire American Legion season was 


now down to one final game. • 


Santa Monica led 4-0, but Arlington even- 


tually came back and tied the score at 6-6. 
But Santa Monica scored a run in the eighth 
and held on to win, 7-6. The winning run 
came off McBride, giving him his only loss 
of the summer. 


When Arlington returned, they brought a 


second-place trophy and a 20-5 post-season 
record. 


"IF I LOOK Dack at all," Meyer said re- 


cently, "it was not like winning one or two 
games for the championship. We did it over 
a long haul of 25 games, playing the best 
teams that kept getting better as we ad- 
vanced." 


But when it was all over, Meyer had mold- 


ed his team into the type it was continually 
facing down the long road to a national title 
shot. 


Arlington had become one of those hard- 


to-beat teams.

South Dakota debut 
Legion play in 52nd year 


This season marks the 52nd anniversary 


of competition in American Legion baseball. 


On a marble monument in the community 


of Milbank, S.D., the following words are in- 
scribed. "In this city on July 17,1925, by ac- 
tion of the South Dakota Department of The 
American Legion, the nationwide organiza- 
tion of Legion Junior Baseball was first pro- 
posed as a program of service to the youth 
of America." 


Legion baseball became a national pro- 


gram by convention action in 1925, and the 
first national tournament was held in 1926, 
with only 16 states represented. 


THE \ATlO\.-\l.competition was not held 


in 1927 because of insufficient funds, but state 
action was strong. 


In 1928, Dan Sowers, the director of the 


National Americanism Commission, appear- 
ed before the executive council of Baseball 
in Chicago, which agreed to underwrite the 
national Legion program up to $50,000. 


With the exception of two years, the major 


leagues have supported Legion baseball, 
and they presently underwrite the program 
up to 575,000.

1931, was the first participant to later enter 
the major leagues. Higbe pitched the final 
game for Columbia, S.C., losing 1-0 in H 
innings. Ten years later, he was the National 
League's top pitcher. 


He was followed by Phil Cavaretta of Chi- 


cago, "Crash" Davis and '•Buddy" Lewis of 
Gastonia, Howie Pollet of New Orleans, Jim 
Hegan of East Lynn, Herman Wehmeier of 
Cincinnati, and J. \V. Porter of Oakland. 
Each of these players was a member of a 
national championship team, except Pollet. 


In 1938, the finals were broadcast over 


more than 3,000 radio stations, bringing the 
series to every section of the country. Major 
league umpires were used for the first time 
that year. 


LEGION' baseball became an established 


national institution for American youth in 
1940-41. During the war years, the program 
was restricted, but it continued to function. 


In 1949, the selection of "Player of the 


Year" was originated through the coopera- 
tion of Robert Quinn, director of the Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown, N.Y. 


Porter became the first player to win the 


batting title two years in a row. The Oakland 
catcher hit .551 in 1949 and .488 in 1950 to 
achieve the honor.

The boys of '65 
marched to fifth 


Lloyd Meyer is a baseball coach who likes 


to use the small intricacies of the game to 
collect victories. 


One of those techniques is the squeeze 


bunt, a Meyer favorite. He used it in a most 
effective way during the 1965 regional tour- 
nament. 


In the final game with the score tied 6-6, 


the Arlington coach called for the squeeze in 
the llth inning. Howie Winkelhake put down 
a perfect bunt, which allowed Jerry Fink to 
score from third with the winning run. 


THE VICTORY at the East'Chicago, Ind., 


tournament advanced Arlington to the 
American Legion World Series. 


In the Series opener at Aberdeen, SD., 


Meyer's team faced some strong pitching 
against Omaha and lost 1-0. Arlington could 
get just two hits and two walks off the Omaha 
pitcher. 


The winning run scored in the sixth on a 


walk, a wild pitch and a single to left. Tom 
Lundgren took the loss for Arlington, even 
though he struck out 13 and allowed only 
three hits in eight innings. 


Arlington had to win their next game to 


keep from being eliminated. Lefty Paul 
Splittorff responded by pitching a 7-1 victory 
against Lyndhurst, N.J. It was the 10th win 
in 12 decisions for the future major leaguer 
as he collected eight strikeouts in as many 
innings. 


THE NEXT game would be the last for 


Arlington in the summer of 1965, when they 
finished fifth in the nation. 


They had to face Charlotte, N.C., the team 


that eventually finished first in the tourney. 
Charlotte won the game, 9-4, in what Meyer ' 
called the worst contest for Arlington. 


"We played only two bad innings of base- 


ball in our 16 tournament games, and they 
both came against Charlotte," Meyer said 
after returning with the fifth-place trophy. 


Meyer was referring to the sixth inning 


when Charlotte scored five runs and the 
eighth when four more runs came in. Lund- 
gren took the loss, although he finished with 
23 strikeouts in his 14% innings of World 
Series play. 


HE WAS the victim, of pitches that were 


just missing the corners and Arlington bat- 
ters who were just missing on big oppor- 
tunities. Sixteen runners were stranded. 


The loss gave Arlington a 42-6 over-all 


record. 


"That first loss to.Omaha was the big 


game for us," Meyer said later. "If we'had 
gotten by that one we could have had our one 
bad game and still been in contention. 


"I'm still not convinced we weren't the 


best club there." 


Meyer hopes his 1977 Arlington team can 


repeat the type of performance turned in by 
Charlotte in that 1965 Series. 


Charlotte won the big prize with about the 


same team that had finished second in the 
nation the previous summer.

Legion players 
reach big time 


Before last summer, Lloyd Meyer's only 


flurry wilh a national title came in 1965 
when he brought his Arlington team to fifth 
place in the country. 


Even though Meyer said his 1976 crew was 


the best group he's ever had to coach, the 
1965 team had some key individuals, includ- 
ing pitcher Paul Splittorff. 


The lanky lefty didn't have a great arm, 


according to Meyer, but he did have a strong 
desire to play the game. 


Eleven years later, Splittorff is a seven- 


year veteran for the Kansas City Royals 
with a 73-70 career record. In 1973, he had 
his best season at 20-11. 


"SPLITTORFF just developed," Meyer 


said. "Now Dave Kingman just had all the 
talent in the world." 


Kingman, now with the New York Mets, is 


another of the select group of major leagu- 
ers that Meyer has seen in local American 
Legion baseball. 


Tom Lundstedt, a catcher with the Chi- 


cago Cubs and Minnesota Twins, also play- 
ed under Meyer. Greg Luzinski of Logan 
Square was a player who often hurt Arling- 
ton with his powerful bat, and now he's 
doing the same to National League pitchers 
as a long ball threat for the Philadelphia 
PJiillies. 


"I FELT Luzinski had a chance at the 


pros. Jle was also fast when we played 
against him," Meyer said. "Nine times out 
of 10 you can tell, although there are some 
foolers. The talent just stands out, general- 
ly." 


Potential is Meyer's No. 1 criterion for 


judging prospective major leaguers. He re- 
ferred to former Arlington player George 
Vukovich, who was recently drafted by the 
Phillies out of Southern Illinois University. 


"Some kids really develop much later," 


Meyer said, adding that he had to plead with 
SIU to take Vukovich. "With George, I based 
a lot on physical potential. I knew that he 
would get bigger and stronger, but not any 
slower." 


So far, Meyer's assessment of Vukovich 


has been accurate. 


ALONG WITH visualizing how a player 


will look in-the future, Meyer considers the 
amount of desire each player has, both in his 
mind and heart. 


"A lot depends on how much their heart is 


in the game," he said, "and how hard they 
are willing to work." 


Having a future major leaguer on the 


roster, however, doesn't necessarily mean 
instant success. 


"In fact, it sometimes hurts more than 


helps," Meyer explained. "To really have a 
national champion you have to have depth. 
Even a super pitcher doesn't carry you in 
Legion ball because you might have a 1-0 
game during the tournaments." 


It may be some time before any members 


of last year's Arlington squad have an op- 
portunity to play pro ball, but names like 
Brett Frase and Paul Marsillo have that 
certain flair. 


And the ability to go with it.
